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Solid Achievement 


ARLS COURT opens its doors today on the world’s largest 
exhibition of commercial vehicles. There are 441 of the latest 
vehicles and trailers in a Show containing 422 stands covering 
278,000 sq. ft. Although vehicles tend to create more popular interest 
than components and workshop equipment, the galleries at Earls Court 
demonstrate a number of important developments which will increase the 
efficiency of road transport operation. Not the least fascinating of the 
proprietary units are the new disc braking systems, although little use 
has yet been made of this method of retardation in standard vehicles. 

The 20th Commercial Motor Show is one of consolidation, rather than 
innovation, but several significant new ranges of vehicles make their first 
appearance. Radical development in commercial vehicles seems to take 
place at intervals of about four years. The Show of 1958 was dazzling in 
the new ideas which it introduced—some of them in the elementary stage, 
and still not fully exploited. The Exhibition of 1962 will probably 
complete the current cycle of development and inaugurate a new one. 

Meanwhile, for the next 10 days the British commercial vehicle industry 
will display to visitors from home and abroad its splendid standard of 
engineering skill and workmanship. Its reputation is enhanced, rather 
than diminished, by a cautious approach to design changes that require 
prolonged testing before they can confidently be offered to the public. 

Several trends initiated some years ago continue with ever-increasing 
impetus. One is the close attention paid to the welfare of the driver. 
This is underlined by the contest introduced last Sunday, in conjunction 
with the Lorry Driver of the Year Competition, to discover the cab making 
the greatest contribution to the comfort, convenience and safety of the 
driver. It was hampered by poor organization, but when it gets into its 
stride, in future years, it should help the drivers, operators and 
manufacturers alike. 

Drivers will benefit also from the increased power outputs being 
derived from engines. Here the influence of the London-Birmingham 
motorway is to be observed, but greater power is no less valuable on 
normal roads, particularly on the long gradients to be found in areas 
such as the Pennine range. In this respect, commercial vehicle manufac- 
turers are contributing to the smoother flow of all road traffic by 
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increasing the speeds of the slowest units—at, it is to be 
hoped, not too great a cost in fuel. 

Another notable achievement is a marked improve- 
ment in the hand brakes of some vehicles. One manu- 
facturer now provides air-pressure assistance for the 
hand brake as standard equipment on a heavy-vehicle 
range, whilst a new quantity-produced chassis has a 
disc brake in the transmission line. Power steering is 
being more widely installed, gear ratios multiply in 
number, and the two-speed rear axle is firmly 
established. 

All these developments are important in overseas 
markets, as well as at home, and they have been brought 
to prominence in a year when the British commercial 
vehicle industry is setting up new export records. In the 
first half of this year some 74,000 vehicles out of a total 
production exceeding 235,000 were shipped overseas, 
earning £2m. a week for Britain. 

Nothing short of a Government policy of annihilation 
can stop the steady growth of road transport, and the 
industry goes forward in confidence. Earls Court 
provides the outward visible sign of the industry’s inner 
determination to meet the needs of users throughout the 
world.

Morris 10-12-cwt. forward-control vans sounds the death 
knell of a vehicle that pioneered the many small forward- 
control vans built by many European countries.

In its development stages, 
however, the prototype once had a flat horizontally opposed 
engine, designed for a car and then dropped. One example was 
also built as a battery-electric milk float.

That is how, as president of the Association, be 
inaugurated the proceedings at Douglas, Isle of Man, last week 
His mount was a horse-drawn tram. 
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though, so far as I know, Civil Servants do not in general 
owe their position to ability to get on with the Minister and, 
as I have said, men of Sir James’ calibre would serve any 
Minister with complete loyalty, it is still true that he and 
Mr. Marples seem to go admirably together. 

As he sees it, the Ministry of Transport ought to impinge 
on Britain at many points beyond that of transport. Like 
the United States, British society is based largely upon 
the roads. Heavy vehicles increase in numbers and 
efficiency; the two-cars-per-family stage is rapidly 
approaching. This, Sir James is convinced, must mean 
that the Ministry of Transport ought to be (and probably 
will be) concerned in such matters as town planning and 
the preservation of amenities. He does not think that 
private and public transport between them should be 
allowed to mar the centre of our cities. 

Have we been laggards in road construction? If it is 
conceded that road transport is fundamental to our way 
of life, why have not successive Governments urged the 
Treasury and local authorities to loosen the purse strings? 
Why does it take years to build a short stretch of highway 
in Britain while Brazil drives a transcontinental trunk road 
through fever-ridden, Indian-haunted jungles in a matter 
of months? Sir James, at this question, became for the 
first time in our interview the guarded Civil Servant. I] 
thought I caught the blessed word, * Priorities.” 

Yet to be resolved, he observed, is the relation between 
public and private transport. We are in some danger of 
allowing our public transport to “run down,” as it 
undoubtedly has done in the U.S.A. We seem to be 
imprisoning ourselves in a vicious circle—as, for instance, 
in London, where it has become extremely difficult to keep 
one’s appointments by means of the buses, but where it is 
also impossible to use one’s car with any efficiency, either.

In 1951, Ludovic James Dunnett descended from the air 
to the surface and last year, at the age of 45, soared to 
the stratosphere of his profession. He represents, | am 
certain, a growing school of thought in the Civil Service— 
he is of that enlightened few whose world is not limited by 
the Ministry in which they work, or the “ private office.” 
He says: “ We in this Ministry must get round and about, 
not only among the public, but with such people as the 
constructors. We must know what they are projecting, | 
whither their thoughts are tending. This cannot be achieved 
by a total reliance on correspondence. But it is not easy 
for a professional Civil Servant, who, after all, is trained 
to conduct business by minuting and correspondence. But 
it will have to be done.” 

From a man like Sir James this is a cheerful portent 
He entered the Service before the war in the classic manner 
—a public school, a brilliant degree at Oxford, and finally 
a stiff, competitive examination. He has always been in 
the Civil Service tradition. His brother, Sir George, became 
a Permanent Secretary years ago and his father, the late 
Sir George, was a K.C.1.E. So, when Ludovic James talks 
about being face to face with the people outside, it is, 
I repeat, a cheerful portent. 

Moreover, he’s a cheerful, clubbable man. Even in the 
wartime days when his characteristic setting was in a 
small smoke-filled room with an outsize ashtray piled high 
with cigarette ends and the floor covered with files, he 
often had time for a drink and a chat. He did not disdain 
a visit to Fleet Street or a printers’ café, where he ate 
dubious wartime kippers with apparent gusto. 

Does he work as hard now as he did then, when 
colleagues wondered how he stood up to the endless late 
nights with an exacting Permanent Secretary?

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Two Corporations-May be 
Expelled by Employers

Federation of Municipal Passenger Transport Employers is in the 
balance. They are charged with having offered extra incentives to their 
staffs outside the terms of the nationally agreed wages structure. 

The two municipalities were “ on the carpet” at last week’s meeting of 
the Federation in Douglas, Isle of Man. I understand that after a long 
meeting it was decided to appoint a working party to investigate the whole 
situation. It was also agreed that Coventry Corporation, who left the 
Federation after departing from the national wages scales, should be invited 
to return. Birmingham Corporation had been expelled for a similar reason. 
Although the Federation’s meeting was veiled in secrecy, I can say that strong 

words were used at it. Heated views were held on the question of extra incentives, 
but the principle of the same rate for the same job anywhere in the country, even 
if regarded as completely logical, has become increasingly difficult to apply. 

Before the meeting opened, some delegates were forecasting the break-up of the 
Federation. The alternative seemed to some to be the dissolution of the National 
Joint Industrial Council. A well-known transport manager described the resulting 
discussion as a “ proper shambles.” 

The success of municipal passenger transport obviously hangs on the question of 
wages. There is much justification in the comment that in Barrow-in-Furness 
municipal transport pay is regulated indirectly, but inevitably, by Vickers. The view 
was expressed among delegates that some undertakings did not use sufficient enter- 
prise in recruiting staff. It was suggested outside the meeting (and probably inside, 
too) that Manchester should employ conductresses, instead of concentrating on male 
staff. This is an old argument, 

One of the difficulties is that transport committees may accept a Federation decision 
on wages, but may be overruled by their councils, who, either from labour sympathies 
or business necessity, wish to pay rates above the agreed scale. 


Army Driver of the Year Rally 


NDER the auspices of the Army Motoring Association and with the blessing 

of the Royal Automobile Club, 210 army drivers drawn from units stationed 
in the United Kingdom and Germany will compete for the title of “ Army 
Driver of the Year” in a road rally between October 16 and 21, 

Teams of eight drivers, with two }4-ton field cars and a 3-ton lorry, will start 
from York, Colchester, Aldershot, Blandford and Oswestry. The five routes, 
each 160 miles in length, will converge at Bedford on October 17 where a series 
of tests will be carried out on the barrack square. Entrants will then drive 
to Sennybridge, South Wales, for further cross-country tests and thence to 
Oswestry, Carlisle, the Border Country, Catterick and Retford, before returning 
to Bedford on the morning of October 21. 

Field cars, which will cover a route largely over second-class roads, will be 
faced with a total mileage of 1,250. The 3-tonners will cover 1,100 miles. 
Throughout the rally, tests of hill-climbing, map-reading and road safety (in 
co-operation with county road safety councils) will enliven each day's driving.

Lorries May Come Soon

LATING ‘and goods vehicle speed 

limits—two contentious subjects—~ 
arose on the eve of the 1960 Commercial 
Motor Show. Both subjects were raised 
by leaders of the Society of Motor Manu- 
facturers and Traders; both received non- 
committal answers by the Ministry of 
Transport. 

Sir William Black, chairman of 
AE.C., Ltd., broke the news that discus- 
sions with the Ministry on a question of 
commercial vehicle speed limits were at 
“a delicate stage.” It must be presumed 
that he was referring to a higher limit 
for light goods vehicles, rather than for 
public service vehicles. 

Negotiations for faster small goods 
vehicles have so far come to grief on 
§.M.M.T. rocks because the manufac- 
turers are strongly opposed to any return 
to the old system of different speed limits 
according to unladen weights. The old 
20 m.p.h. limit for vehicles over 3 tons 
unladen weight was scrapped in 1957. 
Such differentials raise substantial pro- 
duction problems for the makers and 


inevitably result in “ building-down” to 
the weight limit whenever possible. 
It would seem now, then, that the 


manufacturers are either in process of 
negotiating—or have already agreed—a 
suitable compromise. However, it would 
be unwise yet to assume that higher speed 
limits are just around the corner. The 
unions would be sure, anyway, to want 
more money. 

There is also the question of the p.s.v. 
operators, whose own higher speed limit 
Negotiations broke down when the 
Minister said he would not go ahead with 
his proposals to allow 40 m.p.h. outside 
built-up areas because of disagreement 
among the operators. 

Plating—the placing on goods vehicles 


of a plate showing the maximum gross 
weight—is a subject as old, almost, as 
licensing. So far it has foundered on the 
jagged rocks surrounding the question of 
who decides what the legal payload of 
existing vehicles should be. After all, 
alterations such as third-axle conversions 
can substantially—and with absolute 
safety—increase the carrying capacity of 
a vehicle that the manufacturer would

The increases will be put into effect to 
coincide with the beginning of the winter 
timetablees, on Octobert 16, subject to the 
Traffic Commissioners granting applica- 
tions for increased fares from other 
Regional Committees before that date. 
The effect of the increases will be ,to 
taise basic fares by 8} per cent. Friday 
night and Saturday fares, already 224 per 
cent. above basic in the summer, will also 
be increased by 84 per cent. Sunday and 
Bank Holiday fares, which in the summer 
are now 124 per cent. above basic, will 
revert to basic level, resulting in an 


actual reduction of 3.7 per cent. 

In making the application, Mr. T. D. 
Corpe said there had been no increase in 
express fares since April, 1957. 


There 


had, however, been a_ considerable 
increase in costs as a result of four wage 
awards totalling 34s., the reduction in 
August this year of the working week 
from 44 to 42 hours, as well as the 
variations in the price of fuel. 

If the applications were granted, said 
Mr. Corpe, the basic fares between 
Monday and Friday all the year round 
and Friday nights and Saturday in the 
winter, would be only 51.66 per cent. 
above those of 1931. In the summer the 
Friday night and Saturday fares would 
be 85.79 per cent. above those of 1931. 

Mr. Clement Howard Preece, convenor 
of No. 3 Regional Fares Committee and 
traffic manager (commercial) of the 
Western National Omnibus Co., Ltd., and 
the Southern National Omnibus Co., 
Ltd. (Royal Blue Express Services), said 
the basic fare in 1945 was Id. a mile 
single and 1.83d. a mile period return. 
If the increases were granted, the rates 
would be 1.6d. and 2.4d. a mile. 
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Food-handling Rules 
Altered 


EGULATIONS dealing with the 
handling of food at docks will be 
altered on November 1. New regulations 
will then come into force dealing with 
handling of food, carriers’ premises, cold 
stores, and certain types of storage 
premises. Most of the provisions of the 
new regulations come into force on 
November 1 but some, which may 
involve alterations of premises and equip- 
ment, will be delayed until May 1, 1961. 
The regulations—Food Hygiene (Docks, 
Carriers, etc.) Regulations, 1960 (S.I. 1961, 
No. 1602)—will be enforced by local 
councils and port health authorities. 

The matters dealt with are similar to 
those in the general Food Hygiene Regu- 
lations, which have applied since the end 
of 1955 to most types of food premises. 
There are, however, a number of detailed 
changes. There are four major differ- 
ences. 

First, a distinction is made between 
the obligations of people allocating 
accommodation for food handling and 
those of employers who occupy the 
premises. Second, the obligations of 
dockers and porters with regard to 
cleanliness are limited to occasions when 
they are handling food which is not packed 
so as to prevent its coming into contact 
with outside surfaces. Third, less stringent 
requirements will be brought into effect 
relating to structure, washing and sani- 
tary facilities. Fourth, the primary obliga- 
tions with regard to structural 
requirements of the premises have been 
placed on the owner instead of the occu- 
pier. 


DURBAN BUSES FOR SALE 

URBAN City Council has invited 

offers for the purchase or leasing of 
its road passenger transport undertaking. 
Although the undertaking has _ been 
operating at a loss recently, it is con- 
sidered by the council that the project 
offers an exceptional opportunity. There 
is also the prospect, said the council, that 
it would be prepared to pay a subsidy 
for a time. 

The undertaking runs 302 motorbuses 
and 81 trolleybuses. Last year it operated 
11,000,000 miles and carried 74,000,000 
passengers.

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Dual-purpose Vehicles 
Hit by Meter Rules 


ROM Monday, dual-purpose vehicles 

were not allowed to load or unload in 
streets in London’s West End affected by 
parking meter regulations, the Metro- 
politan Police announced. The regulations 
have been introduced for an initial period 
of four months as an experimental scheme 
of traffic control and in the streets con- 
cerned loading and unloading will be 
permitted only for goods vehicles. 

The experimental restrictions will be 
in force from 8.30 a.m, to 6.30 p.m., 
Monday to Friday, and 8.30 to 1.30, 
Saturday. Drivers of dual-purpose 
vehicles wishing to load or unload must 
go to a meter space or a loading bay 
where waiting for unloading is restricted 
to 20 minutes. 

Commenting on the proposals, a 
Traders’ Road Transport Association 
spokesman said on Tuesday that they 
would make representations to secure a 
provision allowing genuine operators’ 
dual-purpose vehicles to be treated as 
goods vehicles. The Association was in 
favour of the idea as a means of pre- 
venting abuse of the regulations. 


SECOND TRANSPORTER 

HE Scottish Deputy Licensing

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Should Full- and Part-load Rates 
Be Calculated on Same Basis ? 


HOULD a load involving a number of 

drops command a higher rate than 
one entailing a single delivery? This 
question was argued before the York- 
shire Licensing Authority, Maj. F. S. 
Eastwood, at Leeds last week when a 
company was alleged to be unable to 


sub-contract vehicles because it would 
not accept rates recognized by other 
hauliers. 


Maj. Eastwood was continuing hearing 
the application of Neill and Brown 
(Transport), Ltd., Hull, to add two 
articulated outfits to their A licence (The 
Commercial Motor, September 2). At the 
previous sitting it was stated that the 
company specialized in timber haulage. 

Mr. G. Brown, a director of the appli- 
cants, said that their rates were decided 
upon full loads. The concern still worked 
on this basis even if a load contained 
several drops. 

This statement was countered by Mr. 
P. Kenny, for eight Hull operators who 
objected. He stated that a load contain- 
ing a number of drops must be regarded 
as a series of part-loads. Brown's 
inadequacy of transport was founded 
upon their treatment of rates. 


Not Satisfied 


Mr. Brown said that he _ had 
approached Hunters of Hull (Transport 
and Warehousing), Ltd., for vehicles but 
had refused their offer as he had not 
been satisfied with their proposed rates. 

“ The reason you cannot get transport 
is because you will not accept the 
standard rate,” stated Mr. Kenny. There 
were “any number” of units available 
to deal with general traffic, and timber 
could be included in this category. Mr. 
Brown responded that timber was 
specialized traffic. 

Mr. J. Fenton, sales director of Frank 
Rosser, Ltd., timber merchants, Man- 
chester, gave evidence of increasing 
tonnages of timber from Hull dealt with 
by his company. Competition was keen, 
he added, and fast deliveries were 
needed, but recently it had been difficult 
to obtain vehicles. 

When Rosser employed the applicants, 
a through rate was paid irrespective of 
the pumber of drops. Mr. Fenton said 
that he was not aware of the rates paid; 
he was interested only in satisfying his 
customers 

Mr. F. Hardman, a representative of a

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company of timber importers, said that 
Neill and Brown’s rates varied little from 
those offered by other shipping and for- 
warding agents. They had carried a stan- 
dard of timber from Hull to Leeds, direct 
to the customer, for £3 5s. This was a 
static rate and applied whether a full or 
part standard was carried. 

His company were short of transport, 
continued Mr. Hardman, but he had not 
approached any other haulier for six 
months as it was desired to employ only 
Neill and Brown. 

Mr. T. W. Jackson, a director of three 
companies who objected, stated that they 
often carried timber and would classify 
it as general traffic. Standard rates varied 
according to tonnage carried, and it was 
not “ good haulage” to have a set rate 
whatever the quantity. 


“No Excuse ” 

There was no excuse, said Mr. Jackson, 
for distinguishing between timber and 
any Other traffic in this respect. There 
was a surplus of vehicles in the Hull 
area, but operators would not be willing 
to accept traffic at a set rate regardless 
of tonnage. 

Mr. Jackson told Mr. R. E. Paterson, 
for the applicants, that when a payload 
was made up of a number of drops he 
would take the individual tonnage of 
each lot and then decide a rate. 

Mr. Hewson, another objector, con- 
sidered that a haulier could not take a 
full load and one with several drops at 
the same rate. He also stated that timber 
was not specialized traffic, and that he 
could deal with more traffic and rarely 
had to sub-contract. 

There were too many vehicles in Hull, 
he added. This meant keen competition. 

The hearing was due to be resumed 
yesterday.

LLEGAL contract work and bad maip- 

tenance were alleged when J. Bradley 
and Sons, Old Clipstone, near Mansfield, 
applicants for two additional A-licensed 
vehicles, were called upon by the Eas 
Midland Licensing Authority, Mr. C, &. 
Hodgson, last week, to show cause why 
their licences should not be revoked oy 
suspended. 

Mr. A. C. G. Rothera said the busines 
had been in existence since 1919. The 
partners were the three sons and the 
son-in-law of the founder. They operated 
21 vehicles and had a good record for 
40 years. It was admitted that licence 
conditions should be strictly observed 
but exceptional circumstances, arising in 
January, led to the use of the contract 
vehicles to save an important customer's 
sugar beet crop. 

The season was normally September to 
February, but because of the threatened 
rail strike it was curtailed and the factory 
required delivery by January 16. Because 
the A and B vehicles were unable to 
cope, the contract vehicles were used on 
11 occasions. It was regretted in retro- 
spect, but at the time it was thought 
their primary duty was to the customer. 
The penalties inflicted by the magistrates 
court suggested that they thought it was 
an exceptional case, unlikely to occur 
again. 


Four Stop Notices 

Regarding the fact that four prohibi- 
tion notices put on the partnership’ 
vehicles between February and May, Mr. 
Rothera said their original base was a 
small yard which could not accommodate 
all the fleet and had under-cover space 
for only three vehicles. They had now 
moved to extensive premises at Stacey 
Road which could take 50 vehicles 
appointed a traffic manager, and taken 
on three full time fitters. The managing 
partner, Mr. William Bradley, gave a 
understanding that all the older vehicles 
would be gradually replaced. 

There was no excuse for breaking th 
law, said Mr. Hodgson, but the applicants 
were unlikely to do it again as the cor 
sequences would be serious. Oppositidt 
to the public A licence application had 
been withdrawn, and this would & 


granted. 
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Mr. Hodgson Probes Irregularities In 


Contract A 


ONTRACT A licences were not 

granted as a matter of right to enable 
holders to do as they liked. More 
publicity should be given to the obliga- 
tions imposed on those providing trans- 
port in this way. The East Midland 
Licensing Authority, Mr. Charles 
Hodgson, said this at Nottingham last 
week during the course of an inquiry into 
alleged illegalities committed by two 
contract A licence holders. 

Mr. J. Davis, for E. R. Swinton and 
Son, Burbage, Leicestershire, applicants 
for a contract licence with T. Jones, Ltd., 
London coal and coke factors, said they 
came into haulage last January and 
operated three contract vehicles carrying 
solid fuel on behalf of two Midland 
customers. 

Through ignorance and failure to take 
proper advice, it was admitted they had 
stock-piled solid fuel at their premises 
to give the customers speedy delivery. 


Operations 


All three vehicles had been used without 
separation of loads. This practice had 
now been discontinued and a B licence 
application was being considered. 

A second error had been the belief 
that once the contract was signed and an 
application lodged, the vehicles could be 
operated without waiting for the licence 
to be granted. Prosecutions for failing 
to keep proper records arose because the 
partners and their drivers were working 
all the hours available, keeping the 
vehicles going day and night. Clerical 
supervision had been non-existent. 

All these things had been remedied 
and they would undertake to operate 
strictly within the law in future. 

Mr. Hodgson said that a severe warn- 
ing would meet the case in the circum- 
stances. Proper advice had been sought 
and no further action would be taken 
against the existing licences. The new 
application would also be granted. 


Scots Special A Conversions Granted 


REE Scottish hauliers successfully 

applied last week to the Scottish 
Licensing Authority, Mr. W. F. Quin, 
for A licences in place of existing special 
A licences. They were Thomas Penrise, 
jun., of Glasgow, John Alexander and 
Sons, Ltd., of Coatbridge, and Jupiter 
Transport Co., Ltd. 

Objecting to the Jupiter application, 
British Railways claimed that the com- 
pany originated in the Metropolitan 
traffic area, although it did not have a 
base there and that, therefore, the appli- 
cation should have been made in that 
area. 

In evidence, Mr. Saul Green, of 
Jupiter Transport, said the bulk of their 
business was between Glasgow and 
London, Birmingham and Manchester. 
The base was in Glasgow. Servicing and 
other controls were there and it seemed 
the logical place for the registration. 

Mr. Quin remarked that the Metro- 
politan Licensing Authority had con- 
sidered a similar appplication and 
indicated he would prefer it to be dealt 
with in Scotland.

Four Rigids

managing director of the company, in 
order to modernize and improve the 
existing fleet. The carrying capacity and 
unladen weight were virtually the same 
The two units would be safer, more 
efficient and more economical to operate 
than the four old ones, 

Mr. Barrie admitted that the new 
articulated vehicles would allow his 
company to undertake work which coulc 
not have been handled by the older (anc 
smaller) units, but pointed out that 
Glasgow Hiring already had 16 units of 
the type that they were now applying for 
so that it was really a case of standard- 
ization. 


NO WELSH TIMBER VEHICLES 
HERE was a shortage of vehicles 
for transporting timber in mid-Wales, 
the South Wales Licensing Authority, 
Mr. Idris Owen, was told at Llandrindod 
Wells last week. R. and B. Transport, 
of Llanwrthwl, Radnorshire, were granted 
an additional articulated unit, totalling 
6 tons unladen weight, on their existing 
A licence. 

A partner in the firm, Mr. H. E, O. 
Price, said their existing vehicle was 
overworked. Six loads due in August 
were still awaiting delivery and seven 
for September had not been touched. 
Although the National Coal Board would 
take all the timber for pit props which 
they could get, an output of up to 20 
loads a month from his customer's 
estate had to be restricted to less than 
half that amount because of a shortage 
of suitable transport.

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Fines After Fatal Lake 
District Crash 


HE driver of a coach involved in a col- 

lision on Kirkstone Pass with 
another coach driven by his brother, in 
which two passengers were killed, was 
fined a total of £20 at Ambleside last 
week. He was Thomas Alexander Kirk- 
patrick, of St. Andrews Street, Castle 
Douglas, Kirkcudbright, who admitted 
that his brakes were incorrectly adjusted 
and also pleaded guilty to careless driv- 
ing. Kirkpatrick was ordered to pay 
£7 11s. 6d. costs and an advocate’s fee of 
£5 5s. His father, John Milligan Kirk- 
patrick, owner of the coach, was fined £5 
for using the vehicle with inefficient 
brakes. 

Mr. L. K. Brownson, prosecuting. said 
that the accident occurred on June 25 
when two coaches were descending the 
l-in-4 Patterdale side of the pass. They 
had been touring the Lake District and 
were returning home. Kirkpatrick's 10- 
year-old coach ran away. The defendant 
should have engaged a lower gear at the 
summit, where there was a warning sign. 

Kirkpatrick finally ran into the back of 
the coach driven by his brother, pushing 
it through the wall and down into the 
valley. Once the vehicle was out of con- 
trol, Kirkpatrick did everything he pos- 
sibly could. “ No praise is too high for 
him,” said Mr. Brownson. 

For the defence. it was said that the 
vehicle had been checked two weeks 
before the accident, but a trained fitter 
had wrongly adjusted the brakes. A 
vehicle examiner agreed that they were 
faulty through being incorrectly adjusted.

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Haulier’s Records Contained 28 
Offences—Warned by Authority 


HAULAGE contractor whose records 

revealed no fewer than 28 different 
offences, was severely warned by the 
Northern Deputy Licensing Authority, 
Mr. G. W. Duncan, at Penrith last week, 
when he applied to operate a vehicle from 
a base near Kendal. 

Mr. T. H. Campbell Wardlaw, for 
Farrell’s Transport, Ltd., told the Deputy 
Authority that the application had some 
unusual features about it. It concerned a 
vehicle of 33 tons unladen weight, which 
Mr. Herbert Hughes, managing director 
of the company, acquired early in 1959 
together with the shares in the company. 
Mr. Hughes, a master mariner who had 
spent most of his life at sea, had been 
forced through ill-health to seek employ- 
ment ashore. An application had been 
made for the continuation of the A 
licence, which was then held by a Mr. 
William Farrell. He had _ originally 
bought the vehicle from a_ haulier 
operating from Sedbergh. 


“ Base” was a Stable 

An inquiry was held early last year 
when it was disclosed that the “ base” 
was a disused stable. Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, 
the Licensing Authority, then adjourned 
the matter and advised Mr. Hughes to 
obtain a base in the Northern Traffic area 
as near as possible to the original base. 
In May of last year, on being told that 
arrangements had been made with a 
garage owner at Skelmergh to operate the 
vehicle from there, the application was 
granted (The Commercial Motor, May 
22, 1959). 

Giving evidence, Mr. Hughes told Mr. 
Duncan that the vehicle was fully 
employed, operating mainly between 
Merseyside and Glasgow. He _ had 
figures to substantiate this. Mr. Hughes 
said that the North Western traffic area 
had asked him to produce drivers’ records 
covering a period of three months and he 
had done this. He was later informed 
that these records would be sent on to the 
Northern area, but he had heard nothing 
since. 

Questioned by Mr. Duncan about his 


application form, which still showed 
Sedbergh as the operating base, Mr. 
Hughes said that the Road Haulage 


Association had filled in all the details 
on the form and he had merely signed it. 
Mr. Duncan said that whilst he could not 
help being sympathetic. Mr. Hughes had 
been “incredibly careless ” in the way he 
ran his business—he should never sign 
blank forms. 

He then asked Mr. Hughes to explain 
certain journeys mentioned in the drivers’ 
records. 

Remarked Mr. Duncan: “ You are not 
really keeping records at all. Your 
driver is merely scribbling in one or 
wo odd things and hoping for the best.” 
After asking Mr. Hughes to explain other 
tems in the records, Mr. Duncan said: 
“That might be intelligible to you, but 
certainly is not to other people. It is 
really quite impossible to follow.” 





Putting it at its highest in Mr. Hughes’ 
favour, Mr. Duncan said that the record 


disclosed no fewer than 28 different 
offences—22 times the driver had 
exceeded the 54-hour rule. on_ five 


occasions the 10-hour rest period had not 
been observed, and on yet another occa- 
sion the vehicle had been more than 11 
hours on the road. 

Mr. Duncan said that the Licensing 
Authority had a considerable amount of 
sympathy for Mr. Hughes. Had he not 
formed that view at the previous inquiry, 
Mr. Hughes would certainly have been 
prosecuted. But sympathy could only go 
on for so long. 

“ You cannot expect him (Mr. Hanlon) 
indefinitely to ignore the rather light way 
in which you are treating your obliga- 
tions,” he added. 

Granting the application, Mr. Duncan 
commented that he had no doubt that 
the Licensing Authority would want to 
examine the records again. He had a 
considerable amount of hesitation in 
granting the licence. 


HOURS AND RECORDS FINES 

INES totalling £50 were imposed last 

week on Double Ess Transport, Ltd., 
of Little Moor Road, Pudsey, Yorks, for 
offences in connection with drivers’ hours 
and the keeping of records. Fines were 
also imposed on firms to whom the com- 
pany sub-contracted work and the drivers 
of these firms. 

The = sub - contractors and their 
employees admitted numerous hours and 
record offences. The sub-contractors 
were: Mr. B. T. W. Quinn, of Allerton 
Grange Drive, Bradford, B.J.W. and Co.

Heavier Towing Vehicle 
For Caravans 


HEN Boustead Brothers, of Hudders- 

field, successfully applied to the 
Yorkshire Licensing Authority in Leeds 
last week to add a 3-ton vehicle to their 
licence, it was stated by Mr. J. E. 
Boustead that they required more power 
and control when towing heavy caravans 
by trailer than was afforded by using a 
Land-Rover. Told by the Deputy 
Licensing Authority, Mr. J. H. E. 
Randolph, that his firm already had 
authority to acquire two trailers but had 
put on only one, Mr. Boustead said that 
hire-purchase restrictions had cut the 
demand for big caravans. 

Mr. Boustead said that his existing 
3-tonner was 24 ft. long with the towbar 
and, with a large trailer, was a 
tremendous length and _ hard to 
maneeuvre. It could carry and tow 22-It. 
caravans, but could not tow over that 
length. He was expecting more work 
in future, because the principal firm for 
which he worked had been employing a 
contract A operator, who had been 
towing these caravans but had been 
stopped by the police. 


TAKE-OVER APPROVED 
N Aberdeen haulage firm, James G 
Barrack, has acquired the Glasgow 
firm of James Calder and Co. and intends 
to link the activities of the two compan- 
ies. This was told to the Scottish 
Licensing Authority, Mr. W. F. Quin, at 
Glasgow last week when the Authority 
approved the transfer of two A licences, 
each for one vehicle, to the Barrack 
licence. Barrack was stated to hold a 

licence for 35 vehicles in Aberdeen. 
Making the grant, Mr. Quin pointed 
out that the normal user would limit 
Barrack’s to road building materials 
within 25 miles of Glasgow, to the extent 
of 75 per cent. of the work, the remainder 
being in the counties of Angus and 

Aberdeen. 


“ Seven Days’ Notice For Documents ”’ 


LL documents to be produced at 


sittings must be handed in seven 
days before the date listed, insisted 
the newly appointed Scottish Deputy 


Licensing Authority, Mr. I]. Townsend, in 
Perth last week. 

After listening for over an hour to 
evidence in support of a Perth haulage 
company’s application, Mr. Townsend 
was handed a number of documents by 
the company’s solicitor, Mr. T. H. F. 
Myles. Clark and Dutch, Ltd.. were 
seeking permission to extend their radius 
of operation. 

The Authority interrupted the pro- 
ceedings to refer to a Transport Tribunal 
decision in 1958, in which it was 
emphasized that all documents should 
be lodged seven days prior to the hearing 
in order to give objectors an opportunity 
to study the contents and prepare their 
answers. 

Pointing out that the documents in the 
present case were lacking in specifica- 


tion and that he must have more details, 
Mr. Townsend indicated his intention of 
enforcing the Tribunal procedure in the 
Scottish area by adjourning the applica- 
tion to enable the applicants to produce 
the necessary information. 

There was another hitch during the 


sitting when an application for. a new 
licence for transporting livestock was 
adjourned because the applicant, Mr. 


John Wann, Main Street, Methven, had 
been unable to produce any farmer 
witnesses. His explanation was that 
Friday was market day in Perth, and 
he had found it impossible to get any of 
his farmer customers to attend to give 
evidence in support of his case, because 
of their interest in the market. 

Mr. Townsend said he would continue 
the case so that witnesses could be 


called on a day other than Friday. He 
added: “ So far as possible, we, too, will 
try to avoid having sittings in this court 
on Fridays.” 
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Side Lamps for 
Big Trailers 


HE Minister of Transport has asked opera- 

tors’ associations for comments by October 
31 on his proposals to require extra lamps on 
long trailers and front corner lamps on all 
trailers. 

For units which, inclusive of load, exceed 
60 ft. in overall length the Minister proposes 
side lamps on each side not more than 30 ft. 
behind the front of the vehicle. Additional 
side lamps are required at intervals of not more 
than 10 ft. after the first 30 ft. These additional 
lamps must be arranged so that there is one 
within 10 ft. of the extreme rear. 

A second category is defined as a unit exceed- 
ing 40 ft. but not 60 ft., with a load supported 
by two or more parts of the unit. These must

THE COMMERCIAL MOTOR 


ITH the General Election well 
Ween us and the Commercial 

Motor Show opening today, the 
moment seems opportune to have a 
good look at the condition of the road 
haulage industry and to state a case 
for the professional contractor. There 
is plenty to be said and much of it has 
probably been held back too long for 
one reason or another. 

There is no doubt that the future will 
bring its ups and downs on the political 
front and, to some extent, it would be 
a dull world if it did not. Furthermore, 
if transport so slid from the public eye 
that it failed to attract regular atten- 
tion, we might well feel that our 
industry no longer held the place it 
deserved and that our importance was 
not sufficiently appreciated. For the 
moment, however, we all know 
approximately where we stand, and the 
firmer we stand together the better. It 
can hardly be said that road hauliers 
(and in all I say I include British Road 
Services as such) have presented a 
united front in recent times, and to 
this some of our present difficulties 
can well be attributed. 


Self-inflicted Wounds 


Although there are many outside 
influences which affect the prosperity 
of the industry, there is no doubt in 
my mind that many of our own failings 
have contributed to its present condi- 
tion, which certainly cannot be des- 
cribed as wholly satisfactory. It has 
to be admitted that this is hardly a 
prosperous time for the professional 
transporter, whether by land, sea or 
air. We hauliers, with a few plums still 
available here and there, live, never- 
theless, in lean times 

First we should look at the outside 
influences that tend to work against us; 
hen we may well be better equipped to 


see what we can do within our own

organizations to close our ranks 
and to put our own houses in 
order. 

While the Bank Rate fluc- 
tuates in a way that leaves the 
common man unsure whether 
he is meant to be prosperous or 
on the brink of disaster, the 
fact remains that the industrial 
output of traffics required to be 
carried stands at a comparatively 
high level, and if ever there was 
a time when the professional haulier 
ought to be doing reasonably well, this 
is it. Yet industry by and large pays 
an inadequate amount for the carriage 
of its goods. And it succeeds only 
because it is allowed to get away with 
it. 

There is nothing new in competition 
between rail and road; that has been 
with us for more than the generation 
in which we live and there is little 
change in the general pattern. Railway 
managements have for a long time 
cast disapproving eyes on the amount 
of traffic being transferred to road. It 
is reasonable that they should do so, 
and it is reasonable, too, that they 
should do whatever they can “in an 
attempt to arrest this trend, by going 
all out for the retention, as well as the 
increase, of their business. 


Rates at Rock Bottom 

Equally, the road  haulier has 
enjoyed the trend in the opposite direc- 
tion, and it is reasonable that he should 
endeavour to maintain his position. 
The least satisfactory part about all 
this is that the joint effort of the two 
sides should result in rates becoming 
so low that the element of profit has 
nearly disappeared altogether. 

While the tug-of-war goes on, both 
sides are losing sight of what is a still 
greater potential abstraction of their 
earning powers; the “ do-it-yourself ” 
habit. 

This habit has been spreading in all 
directions for many years, urged on by 
different motives. Those of us who 
build our own boats from kits are 
prompted by what we like to call the 
fun of it. If we are honest with our 
costings we know quite well that we 
do not save much money that way, but, 
when it comes to transport, it is rather 
easier to see some of the advantages 
and arguments that come readily to the 
trader’s mind 
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WHAT IS WRONG 


First, we must appreciate that, just 
as every one of us likes his own car, 
so every concern really at heart likes 
its own lorry with its name painted 
on it. Having got that far, and having 
accepted that there is a desire to 
justify the need, we must admit to the 
general convenience of works-owned 
transport (although there are some 
inconveniences, too). There is also a 
modicum of advertising value, but, 
like much other advertising, this is 
difficult to assess. 

Then there is the overall cost. No 
manufacturer in these days likes going 
far along the road of paying more 
than he need. [here is, however, 
always this difficulty in relation to the 
cost of C-licence operation: it is not 
fairly comparable with the cost of 
using professional public transport. 
Anyone who buys machinery or equip- 
ment of any kind does so to the extent 
that he knows or hopes that he will 
be able to keep it fully occupied, and 
that goes for lorries. 

Irrelevant Argument 

While a lot is said about the waste- 
ful economy resulting from C-licence 
vehicles having to return empty, that 
is by no means true and relevant in 
many cases and, even if it were true, it 
would be largely balanced by the fact 
that the outward half had _ been 
planned on a fully laden and regular 
basis. 

But many of us who have to make 
our living out of transport are inclined 
on occasions to doubt the accuracy of 
the C-licence costs shown us by our 
friends. We feel that there are odd 
items which we would have included, 
but are found to be missing. We must 
remember, though, that these costs are 
usually based on the most desirable 
form of operation. 

Although the operations of some 
hauliers can be planned on scheduled 
services with a known traffic flow, the 
whole basis of public haulage con- 
tracting by A-licensees is that they are 
prepared to take anything anywhere 
at any time. As, even if we wanted to 
do so, we cannot change the C-licence 
system without advocating legislation, 
let us accept the position and see in 


what way, by separate or joint 
co-operative effort, the professional 
contractor can improve his “ pro- 


ductivity.” 

As | have said, few manufacturers 
are prepared to go far along the road 
of paying more for a service than they 
Therefore, the haulage 
must be to 


need to do 


contractor's first aim 
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provide the same service and the same 
convenience at no greater cost. 

On the other hand, it is most 
important in these days to get it pro- 
perly understood that the more the 
use of C licences expands, the more 
expensive will it become to carry the 
balance of the traffic which cannot be 
fitted into the trader’s own scheme of 
things. If industrialists continue to 
take unto themselves the most con- 
venient movements, they cannot 
expect contractors to carry the incon- 
venient loads at the same price. 


Make Services Attractive 


We must, nevertheless, make our 
services more desirable to the trader. 
So what exactly have we to combat? 
The survey of C-licence vehicles pro- 
duced by the Traders’ Road Transport 
Association last autumn tells us a lot 
about why the vehicles are used. 

Table 3 of that survey is even more 
specific, in that it sets out the reasons 
for using C-licence vehicles in pre- 
ference tc hired road haulage. The 
fact that this table has never been 
intelligible to me is not important, 
though it would be pleasant to under- 
stand how the percentages are really 
arrived at. 

The important thing is that 68 per 
cent. of the (weighted) votes cast 
indicated that speed of delivery and 
certainty of timing were the reasons 
why members of T.R.T.A. who voted 


used their own vehicles instead of 
hiring. That I find very difficult to 
understand, because—other than in 


the parcels field, where we know 
traders expect a lot more than they 
get and more than they can reason- 
ably hope for at the price—one thing 
for which road transport, as supplied 
by the professional, is really outstand- 
ing is its speed of delivery and 
certainty of timing. If that really is 
the main factor in the minds of traders, 
we hauliers can take heart, as it means 
that the obstacles to our meeting this 
form of competition are not very great. 

We have always said that we can 
meet any reasonable service demanded 
of us, and I can think of innumerable 
occasions on which customers have 
been to us with last-minute and diffi- 
cult requirements which have invari- 
ably been met. So it would seem that 
the main alleged preference for a C- 
licensed vehicle is a service which we 
can well provide—and, in fact, do 


provide, day in, day out. 
In the table to which I have referred 
there are other reasons given for using

ancillary vehicles in preference to 
hired road haulage, of which cost 
comes second with 44 per cent. The 
survey goes on to “reveal beyond 
dispute that it [cost] is secondary to 
the vital need to give service to 
customers,” so that, in our arguments 
with our friends who threaten to put 
on their own vehicles, all we need to 
do in future is quote this survey and 
remind them that cost is not so 
important as the service, which they 
know we can provide so much better 
than they! While accepting that tie 
other reasons mentioned in the table 
have a “convenience” value, there are 
few which are not covered by the ser- 
vice which every haulage contractor 
normally gives to his customer. 


. 


Users Must Pay 

Having proved that what traders 
really want most is exactly what we 
hauliers can so easily provide, 1 look 
forward to their taking immediate 
steps to reverse the present trends and 
put much more business in the way of 
professional transport, thus doing 
much to restore the profitability of 
our general business without our hav- 
ing to increase charges to a level that 
would probably hurt us all. Increase 
charges to some extent, of course, we 
must, as the transport industry has 
been carrying a measure of inflation 
far too long, and there must be @ limit 
to what can be absorbed. In ayy 
opinion this limit has already been 
exceeded, and industry must accept 
that, while prices of most commodities 
are continually on the rise, something 
must be reflected in transport charges 

In the past five years tratlic con- 
gestion in suburban and dock 
(particularly in London) has built up 
to a marked degree, and this has 
increased the cost of haulage 
Industrial unrest is another cause of 
additional costs. We in British Road 
Services have had our own troubles, 
but, in common with all other hauliers, 
we also suffer because of labour diffi- 
culties experienced in other industries 

Strikes at the docks and in the 
motor industry hit hard at our profit 
margins, and | think | am being more 


reas 


realistic than pessimistic in saying that 
in costing general haulage the profes- 
sional haulier would be prudent to 
make some provision for these losses 
At the present time there is certainly 
no margin in our charges to cover 
these losses over which we have no 
control. Most manufacturers are 
charging more for their wares, and are 
flourishing; there is no justification for 
carriers, meanwhile, to be receiving 
less than a fair price for the service 
they perform. 

Somehow, among ourselves, we 
must find some solution of this charg- 
ing problem. This ought not to be 
impossible, nor do | think that a solu- 
tion is out of our control. We must 
effect a measure of stabilization, not 
by rigid price control, but by a genera! 
acceptance of standards of service, 
wages and charges. 

In our more politically aimed 
remarks it has always been easy ‘v 
accuse the other man of being the one 
who cuts the rates, and to declare 
one’s own intentions as being con- 
cerned only with maintaining the level 
of charge. The truth is that we in 
B.R.S. feel that not only have we 
endeavoured to maintain a reasonable 
price level (however much we may 
have been dragged gradually from ou: 
shelf), but also that we and others can 
and should achieve some sort of 
position as steadying factors in the 
future. 


Costs Must be Watched 

Above all, we must watch our costs 
The transport industry, like any other, 
is subject to the working of Prof. 
Parkinson’s second law—expenditure 
always rises to meet income 

1 say unashamedly that we 
have more money for what we do, and 
I cannot avoid adding that we might 
all be better off if the Road Haulage 
Association and others had not been 
so proud of the degree by which 
private enterprise would lower rates 
B.R.S. are by no means alone in 
thinking rates have gone too low

Janus has complained in The Com- 
mercial Motor of the inadequacy of 
the B.R.S. figures which could be 
extracted from the British Transport 
Commission's report, but those that 
he did succeed in extracting were suffi 
cient to show that, to say the least 
our level of profit was not too high 
So, in the matter of charges, we are 
desperately anxious to go along with 
our colleagues in the industry 

There is much which the R.H.A 
and the large: operators 
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independent 
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might do in this respect. There will 
always be in any community the 
undisciplined individuals who are 
ready to kick over the traces, but, 
taken as a whole, everyone must wish 
to see proper standards of employ- 
ment, Operation, service and charge 
in the industry. This can be achieved 
in the end only by a large measure of 
co-operation. 

One of the biggest niggers in the 
woodpile of charges is the network of 
clearing houses, providing a service 
certainly, but not concerned in any 
way with the ownership and operation 
of vehicles. They have nothing on 
risk and they can hardly do other than 
undermine a_ reasonable level of 
haulage charges. 


Bad Clearing Houses 

In saying that I am not launching 
an out-and-out attack on all clearing 
houses. What I am attacking is the 
appearance and the growth of clear- 
ing-house organizations which have 
no interest in the well-being of 
hauliers, without whom they could not 
operate. 

It is essential that all hauliers, and 
the R.H.A. if mecessary, should 
achieve a control which will compel 
clearing houses to give a rate accept- 
able and profitable to carriers. Fail- 
ing that, hauliers should not work for 
them. Although B.R.S. and many of 
the larger groups do not need a clear- 
ing-house organization, they can play 
a useful part by sub-contracting work, 
and by providing backloads for those 
they have employed. 

If we can get our charges right, 
there is so much more that we can do 
for the general good of our industry. 
No one has ever seriously disputed 
the ability of the haulier to give an 
excellent service to his customer. It 
is the product of much individualism 
over the years and, while the kind of 
initiative that has built it up must 
continue if the industry is to flourish, 
there are many matters concerning 
future developments which have a 
social background to them. 

Roads themselves have come very 
much into the public eye in recent 
years, not only because of the accident 
ratio, serious though that is. There is 
the acute congestion and all the frus- 
tration and delay that go with it, both 
in the country and the cities; there 
are noise and dirt; and there are the 
general conditions of employment of 
those who spend their lives on the 
roads or serving them. In all this 
there is still much to do. 

Vehicle manufacturers are produc- 
ing a nearly perfect article and, 
although scientists will no doubt have 
more in store for us, it is hard for the 
moment to see great scope for future 
G10 


development of the machine itself. It 
is, though, still possible to set a higher 
standard of vehicle operating effici- 
ency and maintenance. 

There is a wide gulf between a 
vehicle which is positively unsafe for 
the road and one which is fully effici- 
ent, but one cannot help feeling that 
too many of the vehicles on the road 
today are too near the wrong side of 
that gap. This takes us back to basic 
facts that to make the job pay the 
present need is to operate so long and 
so often that the time, let alone the 
money, for adequate maintenance is 
just not there. 

When it comes to time spent on 
operations, ought not all hauliers to 
be thinking of means to achieve a 
shorter working day? There is still a 
tendency to regard.a legal maximum 
of permitted driving hours as a 
standard requirement both on the part 
of hauliers and customers, the latter 
in many cases having accepted for 
their own staff a much shorter working 
day and week than they expect from 
their transport contractor. 


Shorter Working Day 


B.R.S. have made a move in the 
direction of shorter hours by the 
introduction of a normal maximum 
day of 10 hours. I would like to see 
the association of a proper work out- 
put with a much more reasonable 
working day. The customer, together 
with those who maintain § terminal 
facilities at docks and other places, 
would need to help in reducing the 
time now spent in loading and unload- 
ing and eliminating, so far as possible, 
existing delays. 

No survey of this nature would be 
complete without some thought being 
given to ensuring for the future the 
right type of man for both manage- 
ment and operations. The right men 
can be attracted—and retained in this 
era of competition for labour—only if 
there are real prospects of a career, 
accompanied by reasonable conditions 
and pay. 

Career prospects must be made evi- 
dent to the youth who is leaving school 
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or the young man leaving the Uni- 
versity (if there is to be opportunity 
for him), for that is the stage at which 
careers are largely determined. Pros. 
pect of a worthwhile caréer really 
means that progressive steps are pro- 
vided, and this in turn implies that 
training is given to qualify for promo. 
tion. 

In road haulage this question of 
training—that is, formal training, as 
opposed to picking up the rudiments 
of the job from practical experience—is 
a difficult one. The Royal Society of 
Arts and the Institute of Transport 
examinations provide some yardstick, 
but it seems necessary for the industry 
to consider whether some form of 
special qualification can be devised in 
respect of subjects peculiar to road 
haulage. 


Encourage Trainees 

Encouragement would need to be 
given to students entering for appro- 
priate examinations. In the early stages 
this might well call for some form of 
day release to provide facilities at tech- 
nical colleges. Something suitable cer- 
tainly could be devised if there was a 
will on the part of all hauliers, but it is 
certain that if provision is to be made 
for the future of the _ industry, 
enlightened hauliers must play their 
part in selecting, training and encour- 
aging the right type of entrant. 

The men who were successful in 
creating this industry as we recognize 
it today were the sort who made light! 
of their difficulties. In most circum- 
stances that is a commendable trait; 
but it is not commendable if the solu- 
tion of some of our present problems is 
in our own hands. The lean times in 
which we live are largely of our own 
creation. The answer is to put our own 
houses in order, make our services more 
desirable to the trader and have a 
realistic approach to what is a fair 
charge for the job we do. 
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Latest 10-12-cwt. Van 
Costs Only £470 


dent front suspension are features of a 

completely new forward-control 10-12- 
cwt. van announced today by the British 
Motor Corporation at the competitive 
price of £470. A long-wheelbase Austin 
Gipsy 4 x 4 with a payload rating of 
15 cwt., a version of the J.2 van, and a 
standard tipper based on the Austin and 
Morris 10-ft.-wheelbase 7-ton chassis 
(described on page 320) are other new 
models. 

The new 10-12-cwt. van is known as 
the J.4 and will be sold under the names, 
Austin and Morris. 4t is intended to 
replace the JB 10-cwt. van, which has 
been in production for 12 years. It will 
be manufactured in company with the 
Austin 152 and Morris J.2  18-cwt. 
models. A drawing of the new van 
appears on page 294. 

The J.4 has functional but attractive 
lines and its compact overall dimensions 
make it suitable for delivery work in 
congested city streets. The turning circle 
is only 33 ft., whilst the overall length 
is 13 ft. 3 in.

Set-back Engine 

An important difference between the 
J.2 and J.4 is that in the latest model the 
engine gearbox-unit is set back farther 
from the front of the van. This gives 
clear access over a shallow cooling duct 
to the driving seat from the inside door. 
Another welcome difference is that a 
floor-mounted gear lever between the 
driver’s seat and engine cowl has been 
adopted, in preference to the steering 
column lever of the J.2. 

The engine is the B.M.C. B-series 
1.489-litre four-cylindered petrol unit 
fitted to the Austin and Morris 18-cwt. 
vehicles. It produces 42 b.h.p. (net) at 
4,000 r.p.m., with a maximum torque out- 
put of 73 Ib.-ft. at 1,200 r.p.m. The com- 
pression ratio is 7.2 to 1, The entirely new 
Solex horizontal carburetter has a paper- 
element air cleaner which almost com- 
pletely shrouds the carburetter assembly. 

The 8-in.-diameter  single-dry-plate 
clutch has hydraulic operation, and the 
engine is unit-mounted with a four-speed 
gearbox which has syncromesh engage- 
ment of second, third and top gears. The 
forward ratios are 3.944, 2.403, 1.49 and 
1 to 1, whilst reverse is 5.159 to 1. 

The linkage between the gear lever 
and the gearbox is simple but effective. 
Fast and positive gear changes can be 
made both up and down. Moreover, the 
lever in no way obstructs movement of 
the driver between his seat and the 
kerb-side door. 

Because of the set-back engine location 
and the extended tail of the gearbox, the 
Propeller shaft is short. The three- 
quarter-floating rear axle has hypoid- 


bevel final-drive gearing and a ratio of 


4.875 to 1. This gearing gives a maxi- 
mum speed in top gear of 55 m.p.h. 
Performance figures obtained by 
B.M.C. experimental engineers with an 
early production version carrying an 
ll-cwt. payload showed that 30 m.p.h. 
and 40 m.p.h. could be reached from a 
standstill in 11.5 and 17 seconds respec- 
tively. Top-gear performance between 
10 m.p.h. and 30 m.p.h. was equally 


good. At 30 m.p.h. 29 m.p.g. was 
obtained. 

The front-axle layout is identical with 
(and, therefore, interchangeable with) 


that of the Austin A.S5S and Morris 
Oxford cars, apart from the use of coil 
springs with a higher rate. There are 
twin wishbones and the suspension is 
controlled by lever-type dampers. To 
ensure maximum stability the front track 
is relatively wide for a vehicle of this 
type, being 4 ft. 2} in., which is only 


3i in. less than the rear track. 


New B.M.C. 10-12-cwt. Vans 
Have Independent Front 
Suspension and_ Floor- 
mounted Gear Lever : Sliding 
or Hinged Doors Offered 


Wider track has not affected acces- 
sibility of the seats, nor has it meant 
dispensing with a sliding door. The rear 
suspension consists of semic-elliptic 
springs, which have rubber-bushed eyes 
and shackles. Lever-type dampers are 
fitted. 

Two-leading-shoe hydraulic brakes with 
a drum diameter of 9 in. and with 24-in.- 
wide linings are employed at the front 
wheels, and the rear brakes are leading- 
and-trailing-shoe assemblies of the same 
diameter, but with 1}-in.-wide linings. 
The system is hydraulically operated and 
the total frictional area is 149 sq. in. 
A pistol-grip hand-brake lever mounted 
centrally below the facia panel actuates 
the rear brakes through a compensating 
linkage. 

Flashing Indicators 

Pressed-steel disc wheels with four-stud 
mountings carry 5.90-14-in. (6-ply) tube- 
less tyres. Chromium-plated hub caps 
are standard. The electrical system is 
J2v. and the 57-amp.-hr. battery is 
stowed in the left of the driving compart- 
ment, behind the passenger seat when 
this is fitted. The electrical equipment 
includes flashing indicators, with amber 
lenses at front and rear and a self- 
cancelling switch, single Windtone horn 
and cab interior light. 

The instruments are centrally grouped 
in the facia panel and on each side of 
them a parcels shelf extends to the sides 
of the cab. The instruments consist of a 
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speedometer with mileage  recorde: 
thermometer, ammeter, petrol gauge and 
warning lamps in circuit with the direc- 
tion indicators, oil-pressure switch. 
dynamo and head-lamp high-beam fila 
ments. 

The integral body is of all-steel welded 


construction and it offers a payload 
capacity of 160 cu. ft. The load space 
is 7 ft. Il in. long, 5 ft. wide and 


4 ft. 54 in. high at the highest point 
The body floor is ribbed for rigidity, the 
ribs acting also as rubbing strips to pro 
tect the floor pressing. 

Flat-topped rear wheel-arches are con- 
tinued back as far as the rear-door 
pillars, so that they can be used for the 
storage of compact articles. The twin 
rear doors open through just over 90°. 

Sliding or hinged cab doors are offered, 
a similar basic door assembly being used 
for both applications. The door opening 
is wide, and both types of door have two 
horizontally sliding glass panes. 


Insulated Engine 

The engine cowl, the top of which lies 
slightly below the level of the seat 
cushions, with its forward edge behind 
the front edges of these cushions, is 
double-skinned for heat and sound 
insulation. 

With the cowl removed, the engine is 
surprisingly accessible. The seats them- 
selves are quickly detachable and beneath 
them are panels which can be taken off 
to gain access to the carburetter and 
other engine auxiliaries. 

Home-market vans do not have a pas- 
Senger seat as standard, this being offered 
as an optional extra, but two seats are 
standard equipment in vans for export 
Standard items on models for both 
markets include rubber mats on the cab 
floor and painted steel bumpers. 

Chromium-plated bumpers, heater and 
demister, spare wheel and tyre, radio set 
and sun visor are listed as optional 
extras, whilst one sun vizor is standard 
for export. Left-hand drive is offered. 

Rust protection of the body is particu 
larly thorough, the lower half of the shell 
being put through a six-stage phosphate 
treatment followed by “ slipper dipping,” 
whilst the upper half is sprayed with 
primer before painting. The price of 
£470 is for the van in primer finish, but 
for an extra £10 it can be supplied in any 
of four colours. These are light blue. 
charcoal grey, light grey and mid-green 

One of the early production vehicles 
was Offered unladen to The Commercial 
Motor for a brief run in the Longbridge 
area. The general handling was particu- 
larly good, whilst the gear-change action 
was a marked improvement on that of 
any other make of van in this category 

The absence of roll when cornering 
quickly was noteworthy, whilst a full- 
pressure brake stop from 30 m.p.h. pro-: 
duced little of the rear-wheel hop and 
locking so often encountered with this 
type of van. The range of vision was 
most impressive, whilst the driving posi- 
tion and access to the cab were entirely 
satisfactory. Engine noise was negligible 
because of the location of the power unit 
Gil 
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OST operators of regular public 
M crsspor services have for 

some years been experiencing 
a difficult 
operation, 
diminishing receipts have necessitated 
frequent applications to the Traffic 
Commissioners for authority to charge 


time. Rising costs of 
particularly wages, and 


increased fares. The maintenance ol 
unremunerative services, particularly 
in rural areas, has become increasingly 
difficult and has caused grave concern 
to the Government, who appointed the 
Jack Committee to inquire into and 
report on this problem. 

There is little that can be done to 
retard increasing costs of operation. 
Drivers and conductors are entitled to 
a fair reward for their services, and even 
now bus companies are faced with staff 
shortages caused by the attraction of 
other industries where rates of pay 
and conditions of service are more 
favourable. The bus companies 
generally have effected all possible 
economies in operation, including the 
introduction of one-man buses when- 
ever possible. 

As Quick by Bus 

Any improvement in the position can 
result only from increased revenue 
brought about by the expansion of 
traffic on regular services. The ten- 
dency for people to use their own 
transport for travelling to and from 
work is likely to continue, although 
many are beginning to realize that it 
is just as quick to go by bus, particu- 
larly when it avoids the problem of 
looking for a parking place. 

One of the principal causes of loss 
of revenue to bus companies is the 
sporadic competition which results 
from the lack of control over contract 
carriages and private hire. The Thesiger 
Committee gave a great deal of thought 
to this matter, and recommended 
against the restriction of competition 
from this source. Instead, they pro- 
posed an amendment of the law 
relating to the conditions upon which 
Gl2 
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contract carriages could be 


operated. The law was 
amended by the Road 
Traffic Act, 1956, but is 


now so complicated that it 
requires a lawyer to under- 
stand it and enforcement is 
extremely difficult. 

Seven years have now elapsed since 
the Thesiger Committee made their 
report. During this period the position 
of the bus companies has worsened to 
such an extent that more drastic steps 
should now be taken to regulate the 
wasteful competition to which they are 
subject from operators who do not 
have the responsibility of providing 
regular and often uneconomic services 
in the public interest. 

Amending legislation could take the 
form of the exclusion from private 
hire of persons who do not hold road 
service licences to provide regular 
stage, express or excursion and tour 
services, or by the restriction of new 
entrants into the private-hire business, 
or by subjecting vehicles to be used 
for this purpose to control by-~ the 
Traffic Commissioners on the basis of 
need. 

* 


HE question whether panel 

Commissioners should be dis- 
pensed with was also considered by the 
Thesiger Committee in 1953. It is 
difficult to appreciate why there should 
be a distinction between the Metropoli- 
tan Traffic Area and the others. In the 
Metropolitan Area the Commissioner 
sits alone and adjudicates. In all other 
areas the chairman cannot give a 
decision without one or more panel 
Commissioners drawn from _ persons 
nominated by the local authorities. 
Nowadays the chairman has had so 
much knowledge of the industry and 
the problems affecting it that he is quite 
capable of giving decisions which take 
into account the public interest and the 
interests of local authorities, who, in 
any event, have the right to object to 
an application. 

Panel Commissioners are unpaid, 
often they are busy men who can ill 
afford the time involved in attending 
public inquiries, and I think the 
majority would be glad to be relieved 
of their obligations in this respect. The 
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Some Changes that

principles governing the issue of road 
service licences take a lot of explaining 
and understanding and panel Com- 
missioners, particularly if newly 
appointed, are generally content to rely 
on the decision of the chairman, who 
has expert knowledge and a wide 
experience. 

The disadvantages involved in the 
present system are referred to in the 
Thesiger Report. Local authorities 
obtain little satisfaction from their right 
to nominate panel Commissioners, the 
appointments are made annually and 
only two local authorities can be repre- 
sented on the Commission at any time. 

Continuity of service as a panel Com 
missioner is an obvious advantage and 
the result is that, although many are 
nominated, few are called. A further 
practical difficulty is that public sittings 
have to be arranged to fit in with the 
convenience of panel Commissioners 
and, if a case has to be adjourned, it is 
not always possible to find a date when 
the same Commissioners can resume 
the hearing. 

Panel Commissioners do not usually 
take part in proceedings affecting their 
own local authority, and my view is 
that the interests of councils can better 
be dealt with by lodging objections or 
representations regarding applications 
which affect their area than by relying 
on panel Commissioners from another 
local authority. 

Although the Thesiger Committee 
recommended the retention of panel 
Commissioners, I think the time has 
now arrived when they are no longer 
required. 


Goods Transport 





N the goods side, many people think 

that the decisions of the Trans- 
port Tribunal in Knight, Hesketh and 
other cases dealing with the question 
of normal user have resulted in an A 
licence with a restricted normal user 
being little better than a B licence. It 
is further suggested that the law should 
be changed to restore to an A-licence 
holder the freedom which he formerly 
enjoyed. 

We live in times of change, and if 
road transport is to be efficient it must 
be sufficiently flexible to meet the 
changing requirements of industry. 
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Furthermore, it not infrequently hap- 
pens that a source of traffic upon which 
a haulier has relied ceases to be avail- 
able to him or “ drops off.” 

If, in these circumstances, there is 
a departure from a declared normal 
user, the haulier’s licence should not, 
in my opinion, be in jeopardy of refusal 
on renewal, or revocation under Section 
178 of the Road Traffic Act, 1960 
(more familiarly remembered as 
Section 9 (4) of the Transport Act, 
1953} 

Theoretically, he can, as recom- 
mended by the Tribunal in the Knight 
case, apply for a new A licence with 
a revised normal user. In practice, this 
is not so easy. Witnesses must be pro- 
duced to give evidence in court as to 
the need for the applicant to carry their 
goods and they will be cross-examined 
as to why they have not tried to obtain 
the services of the objectors. In fact, 
such an application is almost as difficult 
to substantiate as a “ newcomer ” appli- 
cation for an A licence. 

On the other hand, it would be wrong 
if no regard wefe paid to the declara- 
tion of normal user and an A-licence 
haulier were at liberty to change the 
nature of his haulage at will. 

Special A licences were capable of 
being bought and sold and a purchaser 
could do what he liked during their 
currency. A public A licence is dis- 
cretionary, evidence of need is required 
to justify its grant and any increase in 
the tonnage operated. 


No Drastic Change 


In my opinion, it would not be in the 
public interest or in the interests of 
hauliers themselves if declarations of 
normal user made on the grant of such 
applications were to be wholly disre- 
garded. For example, it would be 
inequitable if a haulier, having obtained 
an A licence on the declaration that he 
would normally carry livestock, were 
subsequently free to abandon livestock 
and start carrying general goods or 
some other specialized. class of traffic, 
such as furniture or bulk liquids. 

It is, therefore, a question of degree. 
There are many who think that the 
present requirements as to declarations 
of normal user and the penalties for 
non-compliance are inconsistent with 
the freedom that Parliament intended 
should attach to an A licence to enable 
the holder to meet changing conditions 
in industry. I think regard should be 
had to changing conditions and that 
consideration should be given to 
whether a material change in a haulier’s 
business is voluntary or whether it is 
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brought about by circumstances out- 
side his control. 

It would be very difficult to frame 
amending legislation to restore the bal- 
ance. It is really a question of the 
Licensing Authorities being permitted 
to use their wide discretion in consider- 
ing the facts and circumstances on any 
particular application without being 
tied to principles and rules which tend 
to fetter that discretion. 

x 


HE comparative ease with which 

it is possible to switch from 
contract-A and C-hire work to public 
A licences and the magnitude of some 
applications constitute a real threat to 
the haulage industry. Particularly is 
this so in the light of the Tribunal’s 
decision that the grant of an A licence 
is accompanied by the right to carry 
return loads without proof of need. 
These return loads usually consist of 
the outward traffic of another haulier, 
which he has had to justify by proof 
of need, and which the former 
contract-A operator is able to obtain 
by the inducement of a cheaper rate. 

The dangers inherent in the present 
situation were emphasized in an article 
by G. Duncan Jewell in The Com- 
mercial Motor on August 12. 

Having regard to the damage which 
is resulting from the decisions of the 
Tribunal in Allison and the cases 
which have followed, correct though 
they are in law, | should welcome 
amending legislation to restore the 
position which existed following the 
decision of the Tribunal in Railway 
Executive and Frank Thompson 
(Hauliers), Ltd., and Lloyd Bros. 
(Haulage), Ltd. 

That decision, now overruled, estab- 
lished the principle that the fact of an 
applicant's doing the work on which 
his application was based under a 
contract-A licence was no justification 
for the grant or variation of an A or 
B licence. 


ROVISIONS of the 1933 Act deal- 

ing with C-hiring margins were 
designed to meet the case of a trader 
operating his own vehicles under C 
licence who may wish to hire addi- 
tional vehicles as chattels in replace- 
ment of specified vehicles which are 
off the road for maintenance or repair, 
or to meet a seasonal or fluctuating 
demand, or are to be hired under a 
long-term contract from a contractor 
who purchases the vehicles and main- 
tains them. 

By and large, this facility was used 
in the way it was intended, with little 
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or no abuse, until the coming into 
operation of the Transport Act, 1947, 
which nationalized long-distance haul- 
age and restricted those who remained 
to a 25-mile radius. This restriction 
applied to A, contract-A and B 
licences, but not to C licences. 

To overcome it, hauliers and traders 
not wishing to employ nationalized 
transport or purchase and use their 
own vehicles, resorted to the C-hire 
dodge. The haulier supplied the 
vehicle, which was operated under the 
trader’s C-hire margin. Usually a rate 
per ton was charged in exactly the 
same way as if the haulier were operat- 
ing under an A or B licence. The 
drivers technically had to be the 
servants of the trader and various 
questionable devices were resorted to, 
so that within the law they were his 
servants. 

The supply of a vehicle under C hire 
was not limited to one firm and often 
a driver had a pocketful of C-hire 
discs, which were displayed on the 
vehicle according to the trader whose 
goods were being carried at the time. 

This abuse has continued since the 
repeal of the 25-mile limit. It is 
thoroughly bad and contrary to 
interests of hauliers who play the 
game. Legislation should, in my 
opinion, be introduced to restrict the 
use of C hire to the purposes for 
which it was originally intended. 


* 


NOTHER abuse which requires 

remedial legislation arises from the 
provisions of Section 1(5)(c) of the 
1933 Act—now Section 164(5)(c) of 
the 1960 Act. This section provides 
that the carriage by a person engaged 
in agriculture in a locality of goods 
for or in connection with the business 
of agriculture carried on by another 
person in that locality is not deemed 
to be carrying for hire or reward. The 
meaning of locality has never been 


defined, although one Licensing 
Authority indicated a_ radius of 


approximately five miles in his traffic 
area. 

Availing themselves of this loop- 
hole, farmers have to an appreciable 
extent been working as hauliers of 
livestock and agricultural produce 
under C licences. They have been 
unfairly carrying traffic which would 
otherwise be handled by _hauliers 
operating with A or B licences. I have 
heard of farmers operating fleets of 
vehicles for hire or reward, although 
their own work would hardly justify 
the employment of one. 

There seems to be little justification 
G13 
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for the exception which enables a 
farmer, as distinct from other traders, 
to carry for hire or reward under a 
C licence. It would no doubt be a 
convenience if an ordinary trader 
could carry for a neighbouring trader, 
but this would soon defeat the objects 
of the 1933 Act. 

In these days when agriculture 1s 
well supplied with hauliers, I cannot 
see the need for the continuance of 
this exception. It should be abolished 
altogether, or restricted to farmers 
whose holdings are contiguous. 


Pi 
S the law stands, if a driver fails to 
keep a current record sheet or 
fills it in wrongly, contrary to Section 
16 of the 1933 Act—Section 186 of the 
1960 Act—and the Goods Vehicles 
(Keeping of Records) Regulations, ihe 
employer is absolutely liable. It is no 
defence for him to prove that he took 
all reasonable steps to ensure that the 
law was complied with. Convictions in 
the magistrates’ courts can lead 1o 
hauliers being brought before the 
Licensing Authority to defend their 
licences. 

Record sheets are incorrectly com- 
pleted through carelessness on the part 
of the driver or by his trying to cover 
up an illegal period of driving. 

The Licensing Authorities’ system of 
silent checks, followed by an inspec- 
tion of the record sheets, bring these 
offences to light. 


No Automatic Conviction 


I do not for one moment condone 
the action of an employer who en- 
courages his drivers to break the law, 
or winks an eye when breaches occur, 
but I do think it wrong that an 
employer who does his best should be 
automatically convicted, thereby 
jeopardizing his licence. After all, 
once a driver leaves his employer's 
premises, the employer is in his hands. 

In the case of hauliers operating « 
number of vehicles, it is almost a 
miracle if their drivers do not slip up 
occasionally, however explicit the 
employer's instructions may be. 

Although a haulier can show cause 
before the Licensing Authority why 
his licence should not be revoked or 
suspended, it is difficult, where there 
has been a number of convictions 
based on drivers’ errors, to satisfy the 
Authority that the operator himself 
is blameless. 

The law should be amended so 
that it is a defence to proceedings in 
the magistrates’ courts, which can 
result in the subsequent revocation or 
suspension of a carrier’s licence by the 
Licensing Authority, that the em- 
ployer has taken all reasonable steps 
to prevent the offences.

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Experience is NofE 


ience—or should do, anyway. 
It is, indeed, priceless and not 
easy to acquire, assuming it is of the 
right kind. But experience alone is 
not enough. The process of acquisi- 
tion is, anyway, an arduous and slow 
means of progress in business life and 
the period of “education” can be 
painful. Moreover, experience can 
now be more productive and valuable 
if coupled with adequate training. 
Somewhat belatedly, transport is 
now recognized as one of the essen- 
tials of civilization—as the life blood 
of trade and industry. But transport 
management has yet to be equally 
widely recognized as something 
demanding expert comprehensive 
knowledge, capacity and experience. 
It may well be that the status, and 
the importance to the business, of the 
iransport manager will be accepted 
generally only when those aspiring to 
that status are required to hold a 
recognized transport qualification. 


Qualifications Demanded 
Increasingly wise employers are 
looking for qualifications as well as 
general capacity, which is proved to 
an extent by possession of a qualifiea- 
tion, before making an appointment. 

That is why training is vital. | 
Some years ago a number of men 
prominent in road transport, with the 
support of the road transport assoc- 
iations, formed what is now known as 
the National Committee for Road 
Transport Education. At that time 
the only available transport courses 
were those for the Institute of Trans- 
port examinations, but it was felt that 
the standards set for membership of

the Institute were too high, to start 
with anyway, for many of the rank 
and file in the industry. 

To fill the gap the Royal Society 
of Arts examinations in road trans- 
port subjects were instituted on a 
basis designed to meet the needs of 
those whose hours of work varied 
and for whom no suitable road trans- 
port education was available. The 
examinations were designed to enable 
these men to qualify by examination 
for higher appointments in _ the 
industry. 

Scant Support 

This scheme has now been in 
operation for some years. It is fair 
to say that its continued existence, 
and such success as it has achieved, is 
largely due to the support it has 
enjoyed from a_ relatively small 
number of road transport under- 
takings—mainly on the passenger side. 

The expansion of commercial road 
transport during the past 10 years or 
so has been remarkable—not only in 
Great Britain but also in other parts 
of the world. Technical progress has 
kept pace with this growth on the 
whole; it has, indeed, promoted it 
sometimes. These factors alone have 
increased the need for better-trained 
personnel, so that those who supply 
and those who use commercial road 
transport can together ensure that the 
best possible use is made of the avail- 
able facilities. 

Costs of production and distribution 
are of great importance in this com- 
petitive world. There are even those 
people who realize that transport costs 
can often be a material percentage 
of total costs. It is here that care-

Standard Install Larger Engine iMtlas 


ROM today the Standard Atlas 
10-12-cwt. van and pick-up are avail- 
able with a 1.670-litre four-cylindered 
petrol engine as an option to the original 
948 c.c. unit. The larger engine, which 
is the wet-linered overhead-valve type 
from the Ensign car, is accompanied by 
altered gearbox and rear-axle ratios. 
Otherwise the Atlas, known in_ this 
form as the Major, is unchanged and has 
the same payload rating as the less 
powerful models. At £520 for the basic 
van and £510 for the pick-up, the Atlas 
Major costs £45 more than the two 
preceding types. 
The new engine has net outputs of 
50.5 b.h.p. at 4,000 r.p.m. and 84 Ib.-ft. 
torque at 2,100 r.p.m. whereas the 948 c.c. 





unit produces 35 b.h.p. at 4,500 r.p.m. 
With a bore of 2.992 in. and a 3.622 in. 
stroke, the engine incorporates those 
features which have given the Vanguard 
car engine a reputation for reliability and 
long life. 

In place of the 64-in.-diameter clutch 
on the existing models, an 8-in.-diameter 
unit is fitted. The gearbox, which has 
synchromesh on the upper three gears, 
has ratios of 3.54, 2.1, 1.39 and 1 to 1 
forward with a 4.55 to 1 reverse gear. 
Apart from top gear all ratios are higher 
than those employed for the lower- 
powered Atlas. The change in rear-axle 
ratio has raised the maximum speed by 
approximately 10 m.p.h. to 62 m.p.h.

Recognized Qualifications 
in Transport Executives 
are being Increasingly 
Demanded by Wise 
Employers: | Managers 
Must be Supported by 
Trained Staffs 


fully planned transport operations can 
be of real importance to a business, 
whether it be the provider or the user 
of road transport. But such planning 
calls for a trained capacity and a wide 
knowledge and experience of all 
aspects of commercial transport. 

That line of thought is applied in 
the larger undertakings, but it would 
be of great value and benefit to many 
other businesses—especially where the 
importance to them of transport is 
not adequately understood and 
appreciated—in which the _ proper 
status of the transport manager is not 
sufficiently recognized. 

An efficient transport manager must 
have properly trained staff. Even in 
the case of junior appointments, 
qualifications are generally demanded 
in trade and industry nowadays; but it 
is more than doubtful whether this 
is true in road transport. It may be 
that trained personnel would demand 





higher salaries, but that higher cost 
would be more than amply repaid by 
greater transport efficiency. The move- 
ment of considerable quantities of 
goods is involved and just as a small 
error repeated a large number of times 
brings serious results, so innumerable 
small improvements can total a signi- 
ficant saving in costs, as well as spell- 
ing greater efficiency. 

One qualification which often 
appears to be missing is an appropriate 
knowledge of applicable road trans- 
port law, which ever-increasingly 
intervenes and governs road transport 
operations. That of itself, in certain 
spheres of road transport, has become 
an essential if unnecessary trouble— 
and maybe, in some degree, in- 
efficiency—is to be avoided. 

Those with a far better practical 
knowledge and experience of commer- 
cial transport than I can claim could 
easily amplify the real advantages 
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accruing from a_ trained = and 
competent staff. One thing surely is 
obvious—however it is viewed, a well- 
run business demands efficient staff 
throughout and in this context that 
so often means a properly qualified 
staff. 

The need is for a wider realization 
of these facts, which will bring with 
it an effective demand on the part of 
employers for properly qualified staff, 
and a parallel demand, stimulated and 
encouraged by employers, on the part 
of those engaged in the road transport 
industry for suitable training facilities 

Il-informed Criticism 

Like Topsy, commercial road trans- 
port has just “ growed up” over the 
years until today it is one of the main 
industries of the country. That growth 
has been viewed with some jealous 
eyes, and there has been much talk 
of “co-ordination,” “integration,” 
and so on, The main aim of this talk 
has been to impede and restrict road 
transport. A wider and better under- 
standing of the importance of the 
road transport industry would bring 
with it the removal of much ill- 
informed criticism and, equally impor- 
tant, what has now become a real 
need—the recognition within the 
industry of the necessity for the 
proper training of its personnel. 

The facilities are there in the shape 
of the courses of study for the R.S.A. 
and the Institute of Transport 
examinations, but they are not fully 
used. There may well be a sound case 
for an improvement in and an exten- 
sion of the present educational and 
training facilities, but first there must 
be created a far better demand, which 
should arise naturally from the indus- 
try as being both necessary and to the 
advantage of all concerned.

anew change-speed mechanism. Where- 
as the original vehicle has a_ long, 
cranked gear-lever mounted directly on 
the gearbox turret, the Atlas Major 
gearbox is actuated by a floor-mounted 
lever through a remote-control linkage.

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ditions of most industries, it is usually possible to make 

comparisons covering substantial numbers of employees 
doing relatifely similar work in the particular industry, 
where manufacturing processes are, in many Cases, not too 
dissimilar. This is not, however, the position in what is 
loosely described as the road transport industry. There 
are some basic principles which cover all the industry, and 
the provisions of the various Acts are common to all— 
with such variations as have been regarded as appropriate 


[a examining the wages structure or working~ con- 


to the sub-divisions of the industry. 

Transport operators have readily accepted that they are, 
by the nature of the work performed, the hand-maidens or 
servants of other industries and the community in general, 
but the application of this principle by a body such as a 
large municipal trans- 
port undertaking operat- 
ing a passenger-carrying 
public service’ is 
obviously different from 
that used by a haulage 
contractor with only two or three vehicles under his control. 
It is against this background that the trade unions have 
faced the task of establishing fair wages and conditions of 
employmeni. 

Before dealing in detail with the question of whether 
transport workers are now getting a fair break, it is only 
right to reflect on some of the progress that has been made, 
both through the channels of legislation and the use of 
industrial negotiation procedures. 

In the field of legislation the various Road Traffic Acts 
(which have given attention to such matters as standards 
of fitness of vehicles, limitation of hours of continuous 
driving and licensing of vehicles) have been of inestimable 
value both to the general public and to the workers con- 
cerned. We do sometimes tend to forget that it is only 
during the past 30 years that much of the effective legislative 
control of road transport in Great Britain has been 
applied. 


Further Action 

In order to make a broad assessment of the situation as 
it is now, and of the need for further action, it is necessary 
to examine separately the position of the four main groups 
of the industry. These are:— 

The group of goods vehicles operating under A 
and B licences and covered either by the Road 
Haulage Wages Orders, or by separate agreements 
as in the case of the British Road Services; 

The large groups of C-licensed vehicles operated 
as distribution services for production or manufac- 
turing industries; 

The vehicles engaged in retail distribution and 
generally covered by Wages Councils’ agreements; 
And the passenger transport section operated by 
the London Transport Executive, municipalities and 
private companies. 

On the road haulage side, great progress has been made 
during the past few years in establishing a basic industrial 
agreement under the Road Haulage Wages Orders covering 
the main provisions of employment. 

The introduction of the guaranteed weekly wage, over- 
time calculation on a daily basis, exclusion of week-end 
working from the normal weekly hours of work, a clear 
definition of night work with additional payment for such 
duties, and the establishment of subsistence payments for 
periods of rest away from home have brought about a 
completely different position from that which existed 


before the introduction of the Road Haulage Wages Act, 
1938. 

In the C-licence section of the industry, many of the 
agreements covering wages and conditions have followed 
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a fairly similar pattern with, in quite a number of instances, 
a better definition of hours of work, higher compensatory 
rates for overtime working, scheduling of hours of duty 
and higher rates of pay for the basic working week. 

Retail distribution is numerically one of the largest 
sections, but it is not possible in a review of this nature to 
go into detail of the progress made, other than to say that 
in many of the retail groups the conditions of employment 
of the transport workers concerned were considerably 
worse than those parallel sections covered by the current 
Road Haulage Wages Orders. 

The introduction of Wages Council agreements has 
meant material improvement for many of these workers. 
The unions can therefore say that collective bargaining, 
arising from a reasonably high and developing degree of 
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membership in these sections of the road transport industry, 
has paid substantial dividends for the workers concerned. 
Despite this, however, the trade unions have felt that in 
many cases there has been a reluctance on the part of the 
employers’ representatives to accept improvements which 
have become common practice elsewhere in industry. 

The Road Traffic Acts of 1930 and 1933 defined hours 
of employment as 11 in any 24, with a relaxation in certain 
circumstances for longer hours to be worked. They also 
allow a spreadover of these hours to be applied, subject to 
there being a limit to the hours of actual duty. 

Before the introduction of the Acts limiting the hours 
of duty, it was not at all unusual for road transport 
workers, both in long-distance haulage and in the passenger 
transport sections, to be compelled by employers to work 
excessive hours. 

This practice is not now followed by reputable employers, 
but it is well known that some of the more irresponsible 
and inefficient operators do quite frequently instruct their 
employees to complete a job or a journey regardless of the 
limits called for in what used to be Section 19 of the 1930 
Act, now Section 73 of the 1960 Road Traffic Act. 

The unions have, On many occasions, protested about 
this and expressed the view that this problem arises, in the 
main, from the acceptance by many employers of the idea 
that the maximum hours of work legally allowed in road 
transport should be regarded as the normal hours. 


Shorter Hours Needed 

It is felt that the speeds of modern vehicles, their greatly 
increased carrying capacities, and the general tendency 
throughout industry to reduce working hours have not been 
matched by corresponding thinking in the road transport 
industry. The need for a reduction in maximum hours 
without loss of pay is overwhelming. 

A further substantial problem, affecting mainly long- 
distance haulage, is the reluctance on the part of some 
operators to plan their schedules of work to avoid 
unnecessary night duty. We may have to recognize that 
some jobs done by road transport are of such urgency that 
night work is necessarily involved. There is, however, 
little doubt that planned operation, particularly in large 
concerns, could provide means of completing much of the 
work during the daylight hours. The job of the road 
transport man is, even under normal conditions, becoming 
more difficult and is bringing a great deal of mental and 
nervous strain to bear on him. When this is accentuated 
by the worsening weather conditions, which usually come 
in the winter season, journeys which would already be 
difficult during the day become positively dangerous if 
operated during the night.

Ice, snow and fog are not pleasant even when they can be faced within 
daylight hours; workers cannot understand why there is not greater 
administrative attention given to the possibility of reducing to the absolute 


minimum the operation of unessential night journeys 


Our negotiation of additional plus payments for night duty has not only 
arisen from our intention to have additional payments to compensate for 
the social consequence of having to do night work, but is designed also 
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to encourage operators to transfer their operations to day 
duty whenever possible. 

Industrial pensions and the need for payment during 
sickness absence are also matters which we feel have had 
too little attention. The hazardous and exacting nature of 
the duties performed by modern transport drivers is such 
that a great feeling of insecurity and anxiety can develop 
when men reach middle age. This can be removed only 
by adequate pensions and sick-pay schemes. 

These matters have been discussed On many occasions, 
but all too often the reply has referred to the difficulties in 
establishing such schemes instead of dealing with the moral 
need for their existence. We are satisfied that suitable 
schemes could be established if the will to do so was there. 

Dealing with the road passenger side there are many 
problems, but those which are outstanding do, in many 
cases, arise from the fact that passenger workers feel that 
these services are undercut to the basis of inefficiency of 
operation. This circumstance frequently brings dissatis- 
faction to the travelling public and the inevitable attempt 
on their part to find alternative means of transport. 

Relationships between the public and the personnel 
(particularly as they affect the conductor) are strained 
because the unthinking blame the staff for the limitation of 
services and do not recognize that this is as much of a 
complaint by the staff as it is by the passenger. 

The dissatisfaction is so marked that the union is under 
great pressure from its membership within the passenger 
side to press for either a public or Government inquiry into 
the deterioration in services run by some undertakings. 


Poor Pay Causes Shortages 

Many undertakings are suffering from an acute shortage 
of experienced staff. This arises, in our opinion, from the 
fact that the wage levels (particularly in earning capacity) 
are usually below those operative in industry. The con- 
ditions of employment are also less favourable. 

The general reduction in hours of employment has, in 
most cases, made possible the operation of a_ five-day 
working week with a consequent opportunity for social 
and cultural relaxation during the week-end. This is 
hardly ever the lot of the passenger worker. As a 
consequence there is a prevalent feeling that the present 
level of total remuneration received from a job, which 
includes Sunday and_ holiday-time working, is very 
unsatisfactory—particularly if it is recognized that these 
workers were amongst the higher-income bracket of 
ordinary industrial employees before the last war. 

Irregular hours, widely varying shift arrangements, 


holidays which fall outside the normally understood ° 


holiday period, all bring their disadvantages. The workers 
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feel that these conditions should be compensated by higher 
basic pay and a real reduction in total working hours. 

There have for too long been the conflicting problems 
which are always associated with an industry within which 
it has become an accepted practice to work a consistent 
and regular amount of overtime. Employers tend to look 
at total earnings and assume that the worker is satisfied 
if the income remains at a fairly constant figure, whilst the 
worker continues a rather resentful acceptance of the hours 
of work based on a partial fear of an inevitable decline in 
the standards of living if pressure for a reduction in over- 
time work is maintained. 

In the most extreme cases this causes a further loss of 
operating staff as they seek jobs with fewer hours of work. 
The employer then finds it necessary, because of staff 
shortages, to curtail services further and thus drives away 
more customers. 


Public Willing To Pay 

The men and women in.this industry have always hoped 
to give satisfaction to the community and there is a 
growing feeling that the general public would be quite 
willing to pay a justifiable and reasonable charge for a 
service which could be both adequate and efficient, 
provided that it was known that the intention of the under- 
taking was to create proper wages and conditions of service 
for those employed by it. 

It will no doubt be readily understood that our members 
are well aware that the recent inquiry into the wages and 
working conditions of railway employees gave considera- 
tion to this question and made a report which bore out the 
claim that such employees were being unfairly rewarded. 
The feeling amongst road passenger transport workers is 
that a similar investigation into their own affairs would be 
bound to reach the same conclusion. 

With many of the passenger transport undertakings we 
have been able to negotiate agreements which provide for 
some payment of wages during absence Owing to sickness 
and also to establish retirement pensions of a limited 
character. These are now regarded as requiring revision 
in the light of conditions in other industries 

It will be seen that we regard the problems facing the 
transport industry as both varied and complex if the 
workers are to have a really fair break. Security both 
during a working life and upon retirement is a justifiable 
ambition. Shorter actual working hours and a reduction 
in the legal maximum hours of driving, a strict enforce- 
ment of the law, scheduling of work and wherever possible 
the limitation of night duty are also required. 

These problems are not insurmountable if there is 
goodwill on both sides of the negotiating table

Duty and Licensing Fit Modern Conditions as They 
Affect Light Vehicles 


N May 27 The Commercial 

Motor reported that in a talk 

at Blackpool I had “let off 
steam ” and “lashed out” at anoma- 
lies in the law. I would have said 
that my talk was delivered with cool, 
calculated clarity, devoid of steam 
and lash alike. That is not to say i 
do not feel strongly about much of 
the law on construction and use. 

In some directions it is sadly out 
of date, and becomes increasingly 
idiotic as efforts are made to apply 
it to circumstances for which it is not 
suited. Anyone who lashes out is 
in good company. Lord Goddard, 
former Lord Chief Justice, has 
expressed himself forcibly on the sub- 
ject on more than one occasion. 

In using the term, “construction 
and use,” I am not referring merely to 
the Construction and Use Regulations. 
I am concerned with the very founda- 
tions on which the laws governing 
road traffic, vehicle excise duty and 
carriers’ licences are applied. 


Out of Date 

The basic principles laid down by 
the Road Traffic Act, 1930, the Vehicle 
Excise Acts and the Road and Rail 
Traffic Act, 1933, remain substantially 
unaltered. When they were enacted 
there was the comfortable assumption 
that load-carrying vehicles were made 
to handle either goods or passengers. 
and the widespread development 0! 
dual-purpose, multi-purpose and other 
specialized types of vehicle was not 
envisaged. The improvisations and 
exemptions since made to fit the law 
to these new vehicles have become 
more and more complicated and sillier 
and sillier. 

The kicking-off point of my attack 
is the old-fashioned classification of 
motorcar and heavy motorcar. A 
motorcar is a small vehicle, but one 
is entitled to raise an eyebrow at the 
idea of labelling a 3-tonner as such. 
Be that as it may, has this division 
any practical value now that the 20- 
m.p.h. speed limit for heavy goods 
vehicles has gone and heavy goods 
vehicle driving licences no longer 
exist?

After making the distinction 
between motorcars and heavy motor- 
cars, the 1930 Act goes on to differen- 
tiate between vehicles constructed to 
carry passengers and goods vehicles 
(constructed or adapted to carry goods 
or burden of ,any description other 
than the personal effects of the driver 
or passengers). 

It is the definition of a goods 
vehicle which causes most of the com- 
plications. The law on the subject 
could never have been easy to 
administer, although the differentia- 
tion between cars and vans was at one 
time comparatively clear-cut. This is 
no longer so. : 

At the moment, profound considera- 
tion is being given to the momentous 
question whether the fitting of wooden, 
instead of upholstered, seats in a 12- 
seat passenger vehicle has to be 
regarded as taking it over the boun- 
dary into the goods class. This kind 
of thing illustrates the dilemma in 
which we are all placed by conserva- 
tive adherence to ideas 30 years old. 

As I see it, simplification can be 
achieved only by abandoning the 
general distinction between the small 
goods and passenger vehicles. It is 
possible to do so with great advan- 
tage and without violent changes in 
the law as it is generally accepted. 

I suggest a motorcar should be 
defined as a load- or passenger-carry- 
ing vehicle (excluding a motorcycle) 
not exceeding, say, 25 cwt. unladen. 
(Controversy would rage fast and 
furious on the question whether the 
limit should be 20 cwt. or 30 cwt., but 
25 cwt. will do for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the idea.) All other load- 
carrying or passenger vehicles would 
be heavy motorcars. 

Let us examine some of the more 
obvious anomalies of the present law 
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and see how many can be removed by 
my definition, without causing adverse 
effects. 

There may be differences of opinion 
about the value of the present law on 


speeds, but none about its complica- | 


tions. What kind of argument justifies 
a limit of 30 m.p.h. on a 5-cwt. van 
and none on a much larger and more 
powerful four-wheel-drive vehicle, 
such as the Land-Rover? 

How much simpler it would be to 
forget how the vehicle is constructed 
and to lay down a simple proposition 
that all light vehicles—my proposed 
motorcars—should be treated alike 
and freed from the speed limit outside 
built-up areas. A heavy motorcar 
would continue to be limited to 30 
m.p.h., whether constructed to carry 
passengers or goods, or both. There 
would be no difficulty in exempting 
passenger vehicles for up to eight 
people, as at present. 


Absurd Anomalies 

Existing rules on registration and 
excise duty have extraordinary results. 
For instance, an eight-wheeled lorry 
can be registered for private use at a 
rate of £12 10s. a year. So cana 
60-seat bus used by a company to 
carry employees (without charge). 

A 12-seat personnel carrier with 
fixed seats can be registered “ private” 
at £12 10s., even if it is used to carry 
goods. This rate applies also to a 
dual-purpose vehicle, if it is not 
employed to carry goods. If, however, 
it does carry goods, the duty may be 
£15 or £20. 

Another anomaly is that a motor- 
car can draw a goods-carrying trailer 
without extra trailer tax, but if the 
trailer is towed by a van, the duty is 
increased by £10. 

It is difficult to guess the historic 
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reasons for these contradictory rulings. 
At the time most of them were formu- 
lated, licence duty was a Road Fund 
tax and was presumably intended to 
reflect the comparative use of the 
roads. It seems logical that a goods 
vehicle run for business would use the 
roads more than one _ operated 
privately, but why was this argument 
not extended to cars? 

However, as we are now reminded 
in no uncertain manner, excise duty 
ig merely a revenue tax, and I question 
the necessity of the old-fashioned com- 
plication of registration and payment 
according to whether the vehicle is 
“goods,” “goods and private,” or 
“ private.” 

Would it not simplify matters 
tremendously to register and tax all 
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keeping of records. But I seriously 
doubt whether it was ever contem- 
plated that carriers’ licensing laws 
should apply to people such as doc- 
tors, midwives, travellers, service 
fitters and so on. Indeed, the mass 
of exemptions substantiates my point. 
Consider some of them: 

(a) A man can sell and deliver 
half a ton of goods in a_ two- 
wheeled trailer behind a motorcar 
without a C licence. 

(b) A traveller needs no C licence 
for a car, and none for a dual-pur- 
pose vehicle if he does not use it 
for advertisement and does not 
deliver goods, whatever this may 
mean. But he does require a C 
licence if he uses a van or a motor- 
cycle with a box sidecar. He is

R. BROWN suggests these five public service vehicles. Alternatively, 


changes to simplify the law:— 

(1) All load- or  passenger-carrying 
vehicles not exceeding 25 cwt. unladen, 
which are not motorcycles, should be 
defined as motorcars. 

(2) There should be no 
according to construction.

(3) All motorcars should be subject 
to the same rules for  speed-limit 
purposes. 


(4) Motorcars should be registered as 
such at a standard rate of duty regard- 
less of construction. Alternatively, any 
difference in duty should be in respect 
of use, and not construction. 

(5) Motorcars should not 
carriers’ licences unless used to 
goods for hire or reward or operated as 


require 
carry 


they should all have carriers’ licences if 
used to transport business goods, unless 
included in a list of exemptions. The 
exemptions should be standardized for 
certain uses, regardless of the construc- 
tion of the vehicle. 

If it is right to pay a higher excise duty 
for the carriage of goods, says Mr. Brown, 
it should not be possible to evade it by 
selecting a certain vehicle. If it is equit- 
able to exempt a traveller from the need 
for a C licence, the exemption should 
not be lost if the wrong type of vehicle 
is chosen. Suitability for a given pur- 
pose should be the only criterion of the 
use of a vehicle. 

The views expressed by Mr. Brown are 
his own. 








class at £12 10s. a year? According 
to the latest figures there are 688,742 
C-licence vehicles of up to 30 cwt 
unladen, which would indicate a pos- 
sible loss in revenue of £2 10s. or £5 
a year on, perhaps, half that number. 
This amount would probably be more 
than saved in labour costs in taxation 
offices. 

If this would rock the Treasury boat 
too hard, why not a rate of £12 10s. 
for my motorcar class (private) and 
say, £13 10s. for motorcars (business), 
regardless of whether the vehicle is a 
car, dual-purpose vehicle or a van. 
Vehicles above 25 cwt. could be 
treated without much difficulty in the 
present way—private, hackney car- 
triage or goods vehicle. No doubt | 
shall be unpopular for suggesting a 
higher tax rate for a business car. 

I am not among those who consider 
the C licence to be unnecessary, nor 
do I understand how any responsible 
operator can seriously object to the 
control of drivers’ hours and to the 


carrier, or a 60-seat double-decker! 

(c) A doctor, nurse, midwife or 
veterinary surgeon is exempt, what- 
ever vehicle is used. 

(d) A service fitter, technician or 
professional man is exempt from 
licensing if he uses a dual-purpose 
vehicle or a box sidecar, but not a 
van. 

(e) No C licence is required for 
a pedestrian-controlled electric van, 
but one is needed for any other 
kind. 

These senseless provisions result 
from a conglomeration of amendments 
made in trying to persuade an out-of- 
date concept to work. But the com- 
plication of trying to decide what the 
driver is, or is not, carrying is child’s 
play compared with the task of decid- 
ing how the vehicle is constructed. 

Has it side windows? Do the seats 
fold? Is the access at the rear by a 
half-door or a whole door? Does the 
driver walk or ride? What a lot of 
rubbish! 
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Could it not all be simplified by 
defining a motorcar as any vehicle 
up to 25 cwt. unladen? The simplest 
thing would be ‘o exclude all such 
vehicles from licensing unless they 
were employed as_ public service 
vehicles or to carry goods for hire or 
reward. 

If this is too radical, the matter 
could be tackled in another way. All 
vehicles up to 25 cwt. could be made 
subject to licensing, regardless of theit 
construction, unless they were included 
in a list of exemptions. 


Better Defined 


This would be similar to the exemp- 
tions I have already listed—although 
better defined, I hope—but would 
apply to the use of all motorcars, as 
defined, whether they were vans, cars, 
dual-purpose vehicles, personnel car- 
riers or box-sidecar outfits. 

In general, I suggest that all people 
who are carrying goods in the course 
of their trade or profession—nurses, 
doctors, travellers, service engineers, 
demonstrators and so on—should be 
exempt from licensing. All other 
vehicles used to collect or deliver busi- 
ness goods would be licensed, regard- 
less of their type. 

Records would have to be kept, but 
I suggest that a further simplification 
would be secured, without disadvan- 
tage, by allowing drivers of vehicles 
on purely local work to carry a certi- 
ficate of normal working hours, 
instead of filling in records. 


The Old Section 19 

The one remaining place where the 
definition of a goods vehicle has par- 
ticular significance is Section 73 of the 
1960 Act—Section 19 of the old 1930 
Act. Although this section refers to 
drivers of goods vehicles, it has no 
practical relevance to goods vehicles 
other than those authorized under 
carriers’ licences, because only the 
drivers of such vehicles are required to 
keep records. 

In practice, nothing would be lost 
by altering the reference in Section 73 
to vehicles authorized under a carrier’s 
licence. In effect, private and non- 
C-licence goods vehicles are already 
excluded. 

I think there is scope for the 
re-examination of the whole idea of 
Section 73. It has always seemed to 
me slightly irrational to grow excited 
about the man who drives, say, 13 
hours to get home, when one knows 
perfectly well that nothing can stop 
him from beginning an 11-hour driving 
stint after a full day’s work in a ware- 
house, or working 14 hours a day, 
seven days a week, including 77 hours 
of driving.

T last A. E. Haywood, the brilliant 
A Birmingham owner-driver of a 

Commer light van, has achieved his 
ambition to become Lorry Driver of the 
Year. After missing, through one error, 
the supreme title in last year’s final of the 
Lorry Driver of the Year Competition, 
he gained it last Sunday at Fort Dunlop. 
Having won Class A with 108 penalty 
marks, he went on to gain the national 
title in an Albion Reiver six-wheeler with 
the loss of 364 marks. 

C. E. H. Walker (Quasi-Arc, Ltd.), a 
regular driver of an Albion six-wheeler, 
was runner-up to Haywood with 371 
points. He won Class E(2) with 321! 
penalty points. P. Moncaster, an owner- 
driver of York, who, in a Thames, won 
Class D with 288 penalty points, was third 
in the final results, losing 406 marks. 

C. Daines, last year’s Lorry Driver of 
the Year, again reached the final run-off, 
after winning Class C in an Austin with 
the loss of 213 marks. He did not secure 
a place, but was judged the second-best 
driver of an oil-engined vehicle, and the 
best C-licence driver not receiving anothe 
major award. 

There were two innovations in this 
year’s contest, in which 139 drivers from 
14 centres took part. One was a separate 
competition to discover the cab making 
the greatest contribution to the safety, 
comfort and convenience of the drive

The other novelty was an award by 
Cllr. R. W. Brain, chairman of the 
Competition, to the most consistent per- 
former in the past three finals. Haywood, 
K. Kirton (Ernest Batley, Ltd.), in an 
Austin breakdown truck, and W, Warner 
(Humber, Ltd.) in a Commer fought for 
the trophy, which eventually went to 
Warner. He won Class F(1) with 316 
penalty points and was the third best 
driver of a diesel-engined vehicle. 

Three of the four tests (illustrated on 
the opposite page) will be used in next 
years eliminating rounds. Nos. 3 
(kerbside parking) and 4 reversing into 
a loading bay) were hardy annuals. 
Test 1 was imported from car sporting 
events, and looked much more difficult 
than it was. Some extraordinarily good 
performances were put up in it. 

Test 2 was a variation on an old theme, 
requiring drivers to estimate the minimum 
width through which their vehicles could 
pass between pylons set in line ahead of 
them, instead of abreast. It was a com- 
plete fiasco, and the penalties incurred in 
it were fantastic. Some drivers dropped 
more than 700 points on this test alone. 

The trouble began with the regulations, 
which did not express the organizers’ 
intention that competitors should drive 


between the pylons in one continuous 
forward movement. Drivers thought they 
could shunt, and set the pylons so close 
together that this was the only method 
of negotiating the hazards, Once the rot 
had set in, the marshals could do nothing 
about it, but many drivers incurred heavy 
penalties through exceeding the allotted 
time. 

There was also a long delay in the 
final run-off, because only one of the two 


Albions supplied by Brownhills Motor 
Sales could be used. It was found that 
they were of different overall lengths, 


and to preserve fairness, all the II 
finalists had to drive the same vehicle 
The result was that the proceedings did 
not end until about 7.20 p.m., after Lord 
Chesham, Joint Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Transport, had 
hurriedly distributed the prizes 

In the kerbside parking test the stan- 
dard was extremely high, but there were, 
of course, the usual attempts to improve 
on perfection, with disastrous results, 
The extra pylon placed on the kerb justi- 
fied itself. Some of the drivers of heavy 
articulated vehicles had to work 


extremely hard, because the regulations 
expressly forbade them to leave the con- 
trols and peer out of the near-side door

Test 4 was difficult for drivers of long 
articulated vehicles, some of whom made 
the fatal error of changing their minds 
about their tactics after they had started 
to reverse. 

Some of the best performances in the 
new target test were put up by D. 
Cleverley (Schweppes (Home), Ltd.) in 
one of the new TK Bedfords, H. Man- 
ning (Pease Transport, Ltd.) in a Foden, 
H. Myers (British Road Services) in a 
Bristol, G. Capper (Pease Transport, Ltd.) 
in a Bedford, and J. Hamilton (Sir W. G. 
Armstrong Whitworth Aircraft, Ltd.) in 
a Commer “ Queen Mary.” All scored 
bull’s-eyes, both forward and in reverse. 

One of the best efforts in kerbside 
parking was by W. Ward (Arthur Hughes, 
Ltd.) in an articulated Bedford. He was 
third this year in Class F(2), having been 
placed second last year. J. C. Martindale 
(Pease Transport, Ltd.) in a Guy, and 
B. A. Absolom (Caversham Haulage) in 
a Bedford, also deserve special mention. 

Haywood was the best in the unfor- 
tunate Test 2, but even he lost 70 marks. 
The finest performance in Test 4 was by 
J. Slimmon (S.P.D., Ltd.) in an Austin, 
who lost only 2 marks. 

Among the largest entries were those 
of British Road Services and Pease Trans- 
port, Ltd., with 12 each; Shell-Mex and 
B.P., Ltd.. with 11, Express Dairy Co. 
(London), Ltd.. with seven, and S.P.D.. 
Ltd., with six.

placed third in Class E(1). 


The cab contest was separate from the main competition, and not all 


the entrants participated in it. 

The Dodge was awarded 135.5 marks, 
of which 44 were for visibility, 32 for 
ease of access and direction-indicating 
equipment, 20 for instruments, 30 for 
cleanliness and 94 for extra fittings. 

A panel of eight judges was headed by 
Lt.-Col. R. Vernon C. Brook. Unfor- 
tunately, one of the judges did not appear. 
Consequently, an important part of the 
examination, covering the accessibility of 
controls, the provision of demisting 
equipment and so on, was not carried out. 


Organization Weak 


One of the judges was John F. Moon. 


technical editor of The Commercial 
Motor, who writes: The contest was 
bedevilled by bad organization. For 


example, the judges were not told in 
advance which vehicles had been entered, 
but had to find out from the drivers. In 
several cases the drivers did not know. 

Thus, several safe, convenient, com- 
fortable and well-finished cabs were not 
considered for the award, despite the 
willingness of their drivers to submit them 
for examination. They were excluded 
because the men could not say with 
certainty whether their vehicles had been 
entered. 

Judges should have begun their exami- 
nation at 8 a.m.—an hour before the 
driving tests were scheduled to start—but 
the inspection did not commence until 
9 a.m. The result was that some judges 
were working on vehicles almost up to 
the moment that they were required for 
the driving tests. Moreover, lorries were 
parked at intervals of as little as 3 ft. 
and checks on forward visibility became 
farcical. To find the drivers was another 
problem. 


Mainly Standard Cabs 

Nevertheless, about 100 of the 138 
vehicles were examined by the seven 
judges. Few of the vehicles entered had 
non-standard cabs. Most of the standard 
cabs, however, were better than the 
specialized products, particularly in 
respect of vision and accessibility. 

In my opinion, the best all-round 
standard cab without additional trim- 
mings was that of the Bedford TK 
operated by Schweppes (Home), Ltd., 
Bristol. Apart from being the most 
accessible, and having the widest range 
of vision, its layout gave the maximum 
comfort, quietness and confidence. 

Two vehicles which would have been 
rated highly had their drivers known 
whether they were eligible to compete 
were a Guy Warrior of Pease Transport, 
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Judged

Vehicle Floors Sealed by 
Plastics Lining 


PLASTICS floor impregnated with 

fine aluminium-oxide dust is a 
special feature of a refrigerated food van 
and a drop-sided lorry used for carrying 
hides, the bodies of which have been 
completed by William Collett and Sons, 
Ltd., Northbrook Road, Eastern Avenue, 
Gloucester 

In both applications, the main advan- 
tage of the plastics material is that it seals 
the floor against the egress of fluid; seep- 
age of moisture through the van floor 
would damage the insulating material. In 
the case of the lorry, sealing protects the 
running gear against attack by the cor- 
rosive effluent 

Mounted on a Commer normal-control 
30-cwt. chassis, the van is employed by 
J. B. Williams, Ltd., wholesale distribu- 
tors, of Gloucester, for the carriage of 
frozen foods. Members of the company’s 
transport department report very favour- 
ably on the flooring. In addition to pro- 
viding an effective seal, the plastics lining 
has a valuable non-slip property. 

Based on a _ 2-oz. glass-fibre mat 
impregnated with polyester resin, the 
flooring material is further impregnated 
with the fine grit during the moulding 
process. If a rough surface is required, 


the material is sprinkled with granite 
dust before it is dry and the surplus 1s 
brushed off after drying. 

The material is bonded to the standard 
wood floor after the latter has been 
coated with an accelerator of the type 
used in the preparation of the moulding. 
This prevents the wood abstracting some 
of the accelerator from the moulding, 
which would impair curing. It is 
extremely important that the wood be 
dry before bonding is performed. 

Overall cost of applying a floor of this 
type to an 18-ft. platform body is £56. 
In this case the material is extended at 
the sides up to chock-rail level. 

Interesting features of the refrigerated 
van include the use of two spring-loaded 
“vestibule” doors inside the body to 
reduce loss of cooling efficiency during 
entry by an operator. The doors are 
automatically closed behind the operato! 
after entry or exit. 

Expanded polystyrene with a thickness 
of 4 in. is employed to insulate the sides, 
floor and roof and the front and rear 
panels of the van. Compressor-type 
refrigerating equipment is installed in the 
cab of the vehicle. 
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This is the new Dodge 9-tonner. It is powered 
by a Leyland 0.375 110-b.h.p. engine which 
drives the two-speed rear axle through a five- 
speed gearbox. The revised cab shown is now 
fitted to all Dodge forward-control models.

All versions are powered by the Ley- 
land 0.375 oil engine which develops 
110 b.h.p. at 2,400 r.p.m.

Renewable dry liners are pressed into 
the cast-iron cylinder block, which is 
integral with the crankcase. For 
increased rigidity the crankcase skirt is 
extended to below the line of the crank- 
shaft, and cast-iron cylinder liners are 
used. 

Cast iron is employed also for the one- 
piece cylinder-head casting. This is 
secured to the block by high-tensile studs, 
with a copper, steel and asbestos joint- 
ing gasket. Unshouldered close-grained 
cast-iron valve guides are fitted. 


Two Springs Per Valve 


The inlet valves are of BS.En.18S 
l-per-cent. chromium steel and _ the 
exhaust valves are of 21 4N steel. The 
ends of the inlet valves are flame- 
hardened to resist wear, and the exhaust- 
valve stems are Stellite-tipped. Each 
valve has two springs, and the inner 
springs seat on hardened-steel pressings 
on top of the heads.

The crankpins and journals are induc- 
lion-hardened, the respective diameters 
being 2.5 in. and 3 in. A synthetic-rubber 
seal is provided at the front of the shaft. 
whilst at the rear there is a rubber-core 


woven-asbestos rope-type seal retained 
in a split housing. 

End float and thrust are accommodated 
by two 360° steel-backed copper-lead 
thrust washers. The front of the crank- 
shaft carries a Holset vibration damper 
as standard. 

The crankshaft is carried in seven pre- 
finished thin-wall steel-backed copper- 
lead main bearings. Similar bearings 
are employed for the big-ends, whilst 
the wrapped small-end bushes are steel- 
backed lead-bronze. 

Single-helical gears comprise the cam- 
shaft and auxiliary drives. The gears 
are enclosed by a cast-aluminium-alloy 
timing case which incorporates pressed- 
steel inspection covers. Lubrication is 
provided by an intermittent feed from 
the two idler-gear hubs. 

High-silicon aluminium-alloy pistons 
are employed, and, because this is a 
direct-injection engine, each piston has a 
toroidal cavity in its crown, slightly 
eccentric to the piston centre-line. Of 
the three compression rings, the upper 










one is chromium plated. There is a 
scraper ring above and below each 
gudgeon pin, these pins having a floating 
mounting, with circlip location. 

The H-section connecting rods are ol 
high-tensile steel to B.S.En17U specifica- 
tion, and the big-ends are split at right 
angles, the caps being located by serra- 
tions and secured by high-tensile bolts 
with proprietary lock nuts. 

An auxiliary drive running at crank- 
shaft speed operates the fuel-injection 
pump, oil pump and air compressor or 
exhauster. The C.A.V. injection pump 
is mounted vertically on the left of the 
cylinder block and shares a worm drive 
with the oil punip beneath it. The worm 
gear is bronze. 

The C.A.V. pump incorporates auto- 
matic advance and retard mechanism and 
a hydraulic governor, and its location 
makes it readily accessible should it 
require attention in situ. The A.C. fuel- 
lift pump is cam-driven off the camshaft, 
which is on the opposite side of the block 
from the injection pump, and the C.A.V. 
filter is on the left of the cylinder head 

The oil pump is bolted to the cylinder 
block and driven from a serrated exten- 
sion of the injection-pump worm wheel. 
There is a spring-loaded suction filter in 
the sump, and an A.C. full-flow filter is 
mounted on the left of the crankcase 
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The oil-filler cap is on the pressed-stecl 
rocker cover, and its position may be 
reversed to suit any engine installation. 
The rocker cover includes a crankcase 
breather. 

A centrifugal water pump, belt-driven 
from the crankshaft pulley, is carried on 
the front of the cylinder block, and 
incorporates a_ six-bladed pressed-steel 
fan. Alternatively, the pump and fan 
can be mounted at the front of the 
cylinder head. The cooling circuil 
includes a bellows-type thermostat and 
provision is made for a thermometer. 


Thermostart Heater 


The aluminium-alloy inlet manifold 
contains a Thermostart heater for use 
when starting the engine in very cold 


weather. This manifold is on the right 
of the cylinder head, as is the cast-iron 
exhaust manifold. 

Belt drive from the front of the crank 
shaft is employed for the 12v. dynamo 
The dynamo is mounted on the right ol 
the block, where the 12v. starter motor 
is carried. Provision is made for fitting 
a hydraulic pump behind the compressoi 
or exhauster for use with steering servo 
and so forth, and the standard com 
pressor is a Tu-Flo 300 unit 

The new engine represents something 
of the renewed line of thought currently 
affecting producers of oil engines, in that 
it offers a comparatively high power out 
put for its size, with added emphasis on 
longevity and good accessibility to the 
auxiliary components.

TURBOCHARGED version of 
Ax: Foden  six-cylindered _two- 
stroke oil engine, which was briefly 
described in The Commercial Motor 
dated August 19, is to be seen on Stand 
78 at Earls Court. Further details of this 
engine, which is featured as a separate 
exhibit and as the power unit for a 
FED6/30 dumper, can now be given. 

The new unit is known as the Mark 
IV and is remarkable in that it produces 
210 b.h.p. (gross) at 2,200 r.p.m., despite 
its small cubic capacity of 4.09 litres. 
This gives a specific power output of 
51.2 b.h.p. per litre. The Mark IV is 
probably the first commercial vehicle 
engine to exceed a specific power output 
of over 50 b.h.p. per litre. 

Compared with the Mark III engine 
from which the new unit has been 
developed, the installation weight is only 
84 Ib. more, the weight of the Mark IV 
complete with intercooler being 1,420 Ib. 
Thus its specific weight is 6.75 lb. per 
b.h.p., compared with 8.25 Ib. per b.h.p. 
for the Mark III, which had a gross rating 
of 150 b.h.p. 


Big Torque Increase 


An even more marked increase is 
apparent with torque output figures. The 
Mark IV develops 550 1b.-ft., compared 
with 365 lb.-ft. for the Mark III. The 
torque peak of the turbocharged engine 
occurs at 1,470 r.p.m., whilst that of the 
Mark III occurs at 1,500 r.p.m. 

A C.A.V. turbocharger is employed, 
and as standard this is mounted at the 
tear of the engine, where it increases the 
unit's overall height by about 8 in. The 
location of the turbocharger can, how- 
ever, be varied. 

A significant development with regard 
to general installation is that an air-to-air 
intercooler manufactured by Coventry 
Radiator and Presswork Co., Ltd., is 
used; the first time that such an inter- 
cooler has been applied to a turbocharged 
cCommercial-vehicle engine. 


The effect of the intercooler is to reduce 
the temperature of the air after it has 
left the compressor side of the turbo- 
charger. This reduction in temperature 
increases the density of the air charge and 
so promotes more efficient breathing 
characteristics. 

The turbocharger is connected to the 
intercooler by large-bore plastics piping, 
and the intercooler is mounted ahead of 
the normal radiator, adding only 3 in. to 
its thickness. 

The cooled air passes into a Roots 
scavenge blower which is installed in a 
similar position to the blower of the 
Mark III engine, but is a slightly smaller 
unit. The blower is retained to produce 
stable running and rapid acceleration. 

Fittings have been incorporated to 
avoid the risk of excessive exhaust

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smoking during acceleration and enable 
a variety of turbocharged matching con- 
ditions to be met so as to enable the 
engine’s characteristics to be tailored to 
any particular application. 

Thus, the performance curves repro- 
duced on this page suitable for 
dumper duty, but considerable variations 
in characteristics can be found by suitably 
rematching the turbocharger, as_ for 
example when the engine is to be used in 
conjunction with a torque converter or 
for normal road haulage. 

The development of this turbocharged 
unit is of particular importance with 
regard to motorway operation, especially 
as the new engine adds little to the weight 
or bulk of the installation compared with 
the conventional Foden engine and even 
more so when compared with normal 
four-stroke oil engines. 

Criticism of turbocharged engines with 
respect to black exhausts during accelera- 
tion should be met by the special fittings 
employed by the Foden engincers to 
illeviate this fault.

Eyan.

HE Regal VI underfloor-engined passenger chassis (The 

Commercial Motor, August 26) is the only completely new 
chassis shown, but the Marshal 20-ton-gross six-wheeler on 
display was introduced to the range only last March. A modi- 
fied cab with a one-piece curved windscreen is fitted to the 
14-ton-gross Mercury exhibited and other A.E.C. vehicles on 
show are a Reliance passenger chassis, a complete Routemaster 
double-decker and a Mammoth Major Mark V eight-wheeler. 

Suitable for bodies with up to 48 seats, the Regal VI appears 
as a chassis with left-hand drive. This model has a similar 
chassis layout to the established Reliance range, but is powered 
by the AH690 11.3-litre oil engine, which now develops up to 
168 b.h.p. at 2,200 r.p.m. An innovation on the Regal is the 
use of a C.A.V. distributor-type injection pump. A fluid 
coupling is mounted behind the power unit and its output is 
fed to a fully automatic air-operated four-speed epicyclic gear- 
box and thence to the spiral-bevel rear axle. 

The axle fitted has a ratio of 5.22 to 1 and five other reduc- 
tions are available. The Regal is designed to operate at up 
to 15 tons gross and has an A.E.C. front axle with a rating 
of 6} tons. The worm-and-nut steering gear on the Show 
model is provided with Hydrosteer hydraulic power assistance. 

The Marshal light six-wheeler was produced primarily for 
export. It is based on the Mercury four-wheeler, having a 
similar front end to that model, but incorporating a Hendrick- 
son double-drive rubber-sprung rear bogie. The 7.685-litre 
engine is coupled to a five-speed constant-mesh gearbox, the 
output from which is taken to a power divider and third differ- 
ential unit bolted to the front of the leading rear axle. A 
shaft from the power divider passes above the axle casing to 
the rearmost differential.

however, differs from the American vehicle in having a plastics- 
panelled cab and special light-alloy platform body to meet the 
requirements of British Road Services. 

Both these chassis are powered by the Albion 5.5-litre 
95-b.h.p. oil engine, which has the C.A.V. DPA distributor-type 
fuel-injection pump. This unit is employed in the Chieftain- 
Scammell tractive unit, which has a gross train weight rating 
of 17} tons and is suitable for operation with 12-ton semi- 
trailers. 

The remaining vehicle shown is a Claymore underfloor- 
engined 5-ton platform lorry. This exhibit differs from previous 
Claymore models in having as standard the Albion five-speed 
constant-mesh gearbox in place of the four-speed unit.

OUR of the nine vehicles exhibited have not been seen befi 
at Earls Court. These are the completely new J.4 10-12-cwt 
van, the long-wheelbase version of the Series II Gipsy 4 x 4, 
the 304 forward-control 3-tonner and the Seven 5-cwt. van. 
The J.4 10-12-cwt. van (shown also by Morris-Commercial) 
has a 1.489-litre engine and a four-speed gearbox. _ Integral 
construction is employed for the body shell and the vehicle 
has independent front suspension by wishbones and coil springs. 
Load space of 160 cu. ft. is reached by double rear doors. 
The forward-control van can have sliding or hinged cab doors 
and the two models shown will be fitted with these alternatives. 
Features of the Seven 5-cwt. van are already well known. 
They include a transverse engine driving the front wheels and 
all-round independent suspension with rubber springs. The 


engine has a capacity of only 848 c.c., but, because of the low 

unladen weight, it provides performance well up to the standard 

of more conventional models of similar payload capacity. 
With the introduction of the J.4, the payload rating of 
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the Omnivan has been raised from 1S cwt. to 19 cwt. At the 
same time, side-loading doors have become optional equipment 
and the Omnivan exhibited is fitted with them. 

A payload capacity of 15 cwt. is provided by the new 
9-ft, 3-in.-wheelbase Gipsy 4 x 4, which is shown with a 
plastics cab and standard pick-up bodywork.

A 6-tonner 
is exhibited with drop-sided bodywork. This model has a 
300-cu.-in. oil engine driving a single-speed rear axle through 
a four-speed gearbox.

A.E.I1. traction equipment. It has a wheelbase of 17 ft. 6 in. 
and an overall length of 31 ft. 4 in. The channel-section frame 
side members are upswept over both axles and are braced by 
seven cross-members. All spring eyes have rubber bushes and 
Girling dampers are fitted at both axles. A Westinghouse 
compressor supplies air for the brakes and for power-operated 
doors. The fully floating rear axle is an underslung-worm unit 
with a ratio of 10.33 to 1. Controller equipment is mounted 
beneath the driver’s seat whilst the contactor gear is carried 
at the extreme front of the chassis frame. 

Other B.U.T. exhibits are confined to engine-transmission 
units for rail traction. A 15-litre engine is shown in both 
naturally aspirated vertical and turbocharged horizontal forms. 
outputs being 230 b.h.p. and 275 b.h.p. respectively. Torque 
figures are 708 lb.-ft. and 840 lb.-ft. The lower-powered version 
is coupled to a Twin-Disc torque converter, whilst the blown 
unit is shown with a Self-Changing Gears hydro-mechanical 
transmission. 

An A.E.I. generator is driven by the 18-litre horizontal six- 
cylindered engine displayed. This power unit, incorporating 
direct injection, like the others shown, develops 275 b.h.p. at 
1,900 r.p.m. and 890 lb.-ft. torque at 1,300 r.p.m. A similar, 
but vertical, engine appears in sectioned working form.

Commer Cars, Ltd., 
Luton, Beds. 
PART from a taxi shown elsewhere, Commer display the 
smallest oil-engined vehicle at Earls Court. This is the 
i-ton forward-control van, introduced early this year, which 
has a Perkins Four 99 oil engine as a standard production 
option. The Perkins engine has a capacity of 1.6 litres 
and develops 42.3 b.h.p. at 3,600 r.p.m. in this application. 
It is coupled to a four-speed gearbox and gives only slightly 
inferior performance to the 1.5-litre petrol engine which is 
the other unit offered in the }-tonner, but with a big improve- 
ment in fuel economy. 

The }-ton model has a unitary-construction body with a load 
space of 210 cu. ft. and independent front suspension. The 
cab floor is flat and the van exhibited will have the optional 
sliding cab doors. A 12-seat bus version of the }-tonner is 
also on view. It has the petrol engine, which produces 52 b.h.p. 
at 4,000 r.p.m., and is shown in left-hand-drive 
form. 

Since the 1958 Show the Cob 7-cwt. van has 
undergone detail modifications and now has a 


slightly more powerful engine, a_ close-ratio 
gearbox and improved body styling. The Cob 
shown has left-hand drive. The Express 


Delivery van displayed can carry a 10-cwt. pay- 
load and has a similar petrol engine to that 
offered in the }-tonner 

The 2.26-litre oil engine in the 14-ton forward 
control van produces 48.5 b.h.p. at 3,000 r.p.m. 
and has a distributor-type fuel-injection pump. 
It drives through a four-speed gearbox. 


In its latest form the Cob 7-cwt. van, displayed 
by Commer on Stand 90, has a more powerful 
engine than previous models, a close-ratio four- 
speed gearbox and improved styling for the unitary 
body shell. The vehicle shown has left-hand drive. 


A Superpoise 5-ton van is the only representative of this 
normal-control range on view. With a wheelbase of 14 ft. 1 in., 
it is powered by a Perkins P6 engine. Another Perkins engine, 
in this case the near-horizontal C.305 5-litre unit, is fitted to 
a forward-control 6-tonner with drop-sided bodywork. 

The two other models displayed are powered by Commer 
TS3 opposed-piston two-stroke oil engines. This 3.26-litre unit 
develops 105 b.h.p. at 2,400 r.p.m. The forward-control 
7-tonner shown with platform bodywork has a wheelbase of 
13 ft. 6 in., whilst the 12-ton tractor appears with an Eaton 
two-speed rear axle and an air-pressure braking system.

The Fleetline has a wheelbase of 16 ft. 3 in. and is designed 
for full front-entrance bodywork. Both Show models are 
powered by Daimler CD.6 Mark VIII 125-b.h.p. vertical engines 
mounted transversely across the rear of the frame in unit with 
a fluid flywheel and a Daimatic four-speed automatic gearbox, 
However, all production models of the Fleetline will be 
equipped with Gardner 6LX 150-b.h.p. power units. 

Built into the gearbox at the flywheel end is an angle-drive 
unit, the output flange of which is connected to a short propeller 
shaft leading to the double-reduction rear axle. The axle has 
a dropped centre section to allow a flat gangway in the lower 
saloon of the body. A detachable sub-frame carries the com- 
plete engine-transmission assembly. 

The complete Fleetline double-decker has an M.C.W. 77-seat 
body. The front entrance is enclosed by air-operated jack- 
knife doors and a half-door leads from it to the driver’s cab. 

A Gardner 6LX engine is fitted in the CVG.6LX-220 type 
exhibited. This 22-ft.-wheelbase model is suitable for bodies 





up to 36 ft.dong and is primarily designed for export. Behind 
the engine is a fluid flywheel and a Daimatic semi-automatic 
four-speed gearbox. The rear axle is an underslung-worm 
unit and air-pressure brakes are fitted as standard. 

A triple vacuum-servo braking system is provided on the 
CVG.5 chassis for double-deck bodywork. This model has a 
Gardner SLW engine coupled to a fluid flywheel and pre 
selective four-speed gearbox.

FORETASTE of possible things to come in this country 
is given by a 28-ton-gross export eight-wheeler. This 
model, which is suitable for gross train weights up to 50 tons 
when used with a trailer, has a Rolls-Royce six-cylindered 
12.17-litre oil engine producing 200 b.h.p. at 2,100 r.p.m. Ten 
forward gears are provided by a five-speed constant-mesh gear- 
box augmented by a two-speed epicyclic auxiliary unit, this 
combination giving an overdrive top ratio of 0.71 to 1. The 
double-drive rear bogie incorporates overhead-worm axles of 
7.25 to 1 ratio with an air-operated third differential unit. Like 
the other forward-contro] models, the eight-wheeler has a 
new type of cab which incorporates paired headlamps as 
standard. 

An eight-wheeled tanker has a set-back front bogie to give 
correct weight distribution for operation at 28 tons gross, 
although the vehicle can, of course, be run only at 24 tons. 
It is powered by a Gardner 6LX 150-b.h.p. oil engine driving 
both the 5.2-to-l-ratio axles of the rear bogie through a five- 
speed gearbox.

Suitable for a gross 
weight of 20 tons, this vehicle is powered by a 
Gardner 5LW 94-b.h.p. engine coupled to a five-speed constant- 
mesh gearbox. Only the forward axle of the rear bogie—a 
two-speed unit with ratios of 5.14 and 7.02 to 1—is driven. 

A six-speed constant-mesh gearbox is fitted behind the 
Gardner 6LX engine in the 64.GX four-wheeled tractor for 
24-ton gross train weights. The 9-ft. 2-in.-wheelbase outfit has 
a double-reduction rear axle and air brakes, and in chassis 
and cab form costs £3,550. 

Bonallack bulk-cement bodywork is mounted on a 13-ton- 
gross four-wheeler. The chassis has a Gardner 4LW engine 
which drives the two-speed rear axle through a five-speed gear- 
box. A standard 54.G 14-ton-gross model is the final exhibit. 
The chassis and cab is priced at £2,550 with a 5LW engine, a 
five-speed gearbox, two-speed rear axle and air-hydraulic front 
brakes, with straight air braking at the rear.

HOSE who look beneath the engine covers of the FED6/30 
dumper on this stand will find a modified power unit of 
great possibilities. It is the Foden Mark III 4.09-litre six- 
cylindered supercharged two-stroke oil engine fitted with a 
turbocharger and designated the Mark IV. In this form the 
engine, which is not scheduled to go into production until next 
year, develops 210 b.h.p., with an excellent power-to-weight 
ratio and exceptional economy. In the dumper it is coupled 
to a 12-speed gearbox. The vehicle has a double-drive rear 
bogie and carries a half-cab and an 11-cu.-yd. scow-ended body. 

Three other exhibits have Gardner 6LX 10.45-litre 150 b.h.p. 
oil engines. A 4,200-gal. tanker so fitted has a 12-speed over- 
drive gearbox and a double-drive rear bogie with 5.75 to 1 axle 
ratio. Tyres are 9.00-24 in. (14 ply). Another 6LX-powered 
eight-wheeler with tipping bodywork also has a 12-speed gear- 
box, the output from which goes to overhead-worm axles with 
the unusually high ratio of 4.8 to 1. 

Overhead-worm-drive axles with 83-in. centres and a 4.8 to 1 
ratio are installed in the eight-wheeled bulk-cement tanker 
displayed.

F the three vehicles on this stand, the model of greatest 

general interest is the Saturn II city bus, although the 

largest exhibit is the Uranus AE six-wheeled oilfields tractor. 

The third exhibit is a Saturn 145 A-K 6 x 6 tipper, and all 
three vehicles are powered by Deutz air-cooled engines. 

The Saturn II bus is a unique exhibit, in that it is a chassisless 
design with rear-mounted engine and air suspension at front 
and rear. The bus shown has 32 seats, but there is standing 
room for 72 passengers. The V-6 oil engine develops 125 b.h.p. 
and it is longitudinally mounted in unit with a Z.F. five-speed 
synchromesh gearbox. Bellows-type air springs are employed 
all round, and the front suspension is independent, incorporating 
a novel system of cross-over swinging arms. 

A maximum speed of 49.2 m.p.h. is claimed for the Saturn 
Il, and the maximum gross weight is 12 tons. The makers state 
that the bus will average 14.7 m.p.g., excluding the fuel used 
by the combustion-type body-heating system. 

The oilfields vehicle is a normal-control design with six-wheel 
drive, and its Deutz air-cooled engine develops 250 b.h.p. 
making this exhibit one of the three most powerful at the Show. 
Six-wheel drive is a feature of the third exhibit also—a normal- 
control tipper with 145-b.h.p. engine. The styling of the bonnet 
and wings of this model indicates that attention has been paid 
to engine accessibility.

UST how good in terms of silence and comfort a conventional 

pressed-steel cab can be is demonstrated by the two 13-ton- 
gross models shown. These are the normal-control LK327 
and the forward-contro] LP327. The chassis are almost identical. 
The power unit is an OM 321 5.1-litre indirect-injection oil 
engine developing 110 b.h.p. at 3,000 r.p.m., which is coupled 
to a five-speed gearbox with synchromesh engagement for all 
forward ratios. An air-operated two-speed axle is fitted to 
the forward-control model, whilst a similar unit, but with the 
optional air-powered differential lock added, is employed on 
the 13-ft. 9}-in.-wheelbase normal-control chassis. The latter 
model is exhibited with tipping bodywork, whereas the forward- 
control LP327 of 14-ft. 6-in. wheelbase appears as a chassis 
and cab. 

Both vehicles have 9.8-in.-deep channel-section chassis side 
members and their frames are of. riveted construction. Air- 
pressure-assisted hydraulic brakes are fitted and an interesting 
item of standard equipment is the exhaust brake, which is 
controlled by a lever at the right of the steering column. Tyres 
are 9.00-20 in. and 12v. electrical systems are used. The two 
models, suitable for solo operation at 13 tons gross, can be 
used with trailers at gross train weights up to 234 tons. 

The other Mercedes model on show is an L319 forward- 
control 30-cwt. van. This vehicle, with a 303-cu.-ft. body, is 
available with a 74-b.h.p. petrol engine of 1.897-litre capacity 
or a 1.767-litre oil engine developing 46 b.h.p. In each case 
a four-speed all-synchromesh gearbox and a hypoid rear axle 
with a ratio of 5.857 to 1 are used. The rigid front axle is 
carried by semi-elliptic springs on a sub-frame bolted to the 
main chassis. The sub-frame also supports the engine, gearbox 
and steering gear, so that the unit may be detached complete 
for major overhauls.

ETAILS of three of the exhibits here were released only 

today (pages 261 and 320). These are the entirely new 
Morris J.4 10-12-cwt. van, the up-rated J.2 van with side- 
loading doors and two standard tipping versions of the 
7-tonner. 

The J.4 has a unitary-construction body shell and inde- 
pendent front suspension. The wishbone and coil spring 
suspension units are identical with those used on the Mortis 
Oxford car, but have stiffer springs. Power is provided by a 
1.489-litre four-cylindered engine, as used in the J.2 range, 
which develops 42 b.h.p. at 4,000 r.p.m, and is unit-mounted 
with a four-speed gearbox operated by a floor-mounted lever 
The engine-gearbox unit is between and slightly behind the 
front of the cab seats. Double rear doors give access to the

160-cu.-ft. body and sliding cab doors are fitted’ (hinged doors 
are an option). xi 
To increase the gap between the new J.4 and the existing 
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J.2, the payload rating of the latter model, which has a rigid 
front axle and a separate chassis frame, but similar engine 
and transmission units to the lighter vehicle, has been increased 
to 19 cwt. This has necessitated no major changes, but the 
rear of the floor has been strengthened to withstand heavier 
concentrated loads. The latest J.2 can have double doors on 
the near side and this version is shown. 

The forward-control 7-tonner of 10-ft. wheelbase is now 
offered with Edbro or Telehoist tipping bodies as standard. 
A 7-tonner with an Edbro body, a 5.1-litre oil engine and the 
new B.M.C. five-speed constant-mesh gearbox appears on the 
stand, in company with another 7-tonner, in this case a long- 
wheelbase model with a platform body. It has power steer- 
ing and the new Eaton 16,802 two-speed rear axle. An Eaton 
13,500 two-speed axle is fitted to the forward-control prime 
mover shown, which is powered by the 5.1-litre engine and 
carries a Scammell automatic coupling. 

Making their first appearance at an Earls Court Show are 
two representatives of the Morris-designed F.G. range of 
forward-control vehicles. These have novel cabs with doors 
set at an angle on the rear quarters. On display are a petrol- 
engined 14-ton drop-sided truck and a 3-ton platform vehicle 
with the 3.4-litre oil engine. Completing the Morris-Commercial 
exhibits are an LDO.5 forward-control 30-cwt. van with a 2.2- 
litre oil engine and a 5-ton normal-control tipper.

NCONVENTIONAL features abound in the Morris Mini- 
Van, which is making its first Show appearance. Among 
them are front-wheel drive from a transversely mounted engine- 
gearbox unit and independent suspension of all wheels by 
trailing-arm rubber-sprung units. The Mini-Van has an 848 c.c. 
engine which develops 34 b.h.p. at 5,500 r.p.m. and gives 
acceleration quite in keeping with more conventional vehicles 
of the same payload capacity and fuel consumption in the order 
of 50 m.p.g. fully laden. 

Considering its overall size, load-carrying space is large, the 
body floor being 4 ft. 7 in. long behind the seats. The 10-in.- 
diameter wheels make little intrusion upon the body and are 
effectively sprung by the rubber units. Small wheels and 
independent suspension also make possible a loading height 
of only 1 ft. 6 in. The 11-ft. overall length makes the van 
an obvious choice for urban work, whilst its performance and 
surprisingly roomy driving position fit it for more sustained 
operation. It costs £360. 

Morris now offer two 5-cwt. vans, the other being, of course, 
the firmly established Series III model based on the Morris 
Minor 1000 car. This vehicle is on display and, with 
its traditional chassis layout it makes an interesting compari- 
son with the Mini-Van, particularly when it is appreciated 
that their basic designs originated from the same man, Mr. A. 
Assigonis, over a 15-year span. Larger overall than the latest 
vehicle, the Minor van provides 78 cu. ft. of load space behind

The vehicles are all of unitary construe 
tion, with the running gear carried on separate, quickly detach- 
able sub-frames. Differing only in bodywork, the Estafette 
models have front-wheel drive and independent suspension. 
The engine is the 845 c.c. unit from the Dauphine car, which 
develops 31 b.h.p. and drives the front wheels through an al} 
synchromesh four-speed gearbox and swinging half-shafts. Each 
front wheel is carried on double wishbones and is sprung bya 
coil unit surrounding a telescopic damper. Similar springing is 
provided for the rear stub axles, each of which is located by 
a single wishbone. The hydraulic braking system acts on 9-in- 
diameter drums, and worm-and-roller steering gear is fitted, 
All-steel bodywork is welded to a platform made up from 
channel- and top-hat-section members carrying corrugated-stee] 
flooring. The standard right-hand-drive van has a sliding door 
at the near side and a hinged door for the driver. Immediately 
behind the driver’s entranee is a sliding side door. This arrange- 
ment is the same as that employed for left-hand-drive 
models. An unusual three-door arrangement is pro 
vided at the rear, consisting of a top-hinged upper 
flap and two side-hinged doors. The standard van 
costs £628, whilst the high-roof version, which 
provides an interior height of 6 ft., is £40 more.

HE most interesting vehicle here is the Trunker articulated 
unit consisting of a 6 x 6 forward-control tractor and 4 
frameless tanker semi-trailer with a rubber-sprung tandem-axle 
bogie. The tractor is powered by the new Gardner 6HLX 150- 
b.h.p. horizontal engine mounted behind the cab at frame level 
and driving through a six-speed gearbox ahead of it. Output 
from the gearbox is turned through 360° by simple gearing and 
conveyed back to the leading rear axle by a shaft running 
beneath the engine-gearbox unit. 

The double-drive rear bogie is similar to the unit employed 
on the Albion Reiver six-wheeler, having double-reduction axles 
in a nor-reactive four-spring layout. With a wheelbase of 9 ft, 
the Trunker tractor carries a forward-entrance pressed-steel 
cab, which, by virtue of the horizontal engine, has a flat floor 
and can accommodate four men. A new turntable with rubber 
bearings is mounted on the tractor to connect it to the 4,000-gal. 
semi-trailer, which has independently suspended wheels. These 
are sprung by an air system which gives progressively increased 
resistance to roll. 

A similar bogie, but with rubber springs, is fitted to a 
27-ft.-long platform semi-trailer shown behind the new 
Handyman forward-control tractor for 24-ton gross train 
weights. The four-wheeled tractor, which is basically a forward 
control version of the bonneted Highwayman, has a wheelbase 
of 8 ft. 64 in. and is fitted with a Leyland 0.680 161-b.hp. 
oil engine. This drives the double-reduction rear axle through 
a six-speed gearbox. The Handyman has a plastics cab. 
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Scammell’s other heavy vehicle on show is a Super Con- 
structor 6 x 6 oilfields tractor of 17-ft. 24-in. wheelbase for use 


with a Dyson 70,000-80,000-lb. self-loading semi-trailer. The 
axles are driven through a fluid coupling and an air-operated 
eight-speed gearbox by a Rolls-Royce supercharged oil engine 
developing up to 250 b.h.p. 

The Scarab three-wheeled mechanical horse is exhibited in 
3-ton and 6-ton forms. The 3-tonner has a petrol engine pro- 
ducing 39 b.h.p. The 6-ton model (the vehicle shown has an 
export specification) is powered by a Perkins P4 55 b.h.p. oil 
engine, and has an extended wheelbase of 9 ft.

HE new Perkins Six 354 six-cylindered direct-injection 

engine, described on pages 274-275, is fitted in a forward- 
control tractor for 16-ton gross-train-weight operation. The 
5.8-litre power unit, with gross outputs of 112 b.h.p. at 2,800 
rp.m. and 260 Ib.-ft. torque at 1,450 r.p.m., is coupled to a five- 
speed gearbox in the 7-ft.-wheelbase tractor. The rear axle has 
a ratio of 6.16 to 1. The Hydrovac-assisted two-leading-shoe 
brakes have a total lining area of 436 sq. in. 

Representing the Seddon heavy-duty multi-wheeled range is 
a DD8 17-ft. 9-in.-wheelbase eight-wheeler with a standard 
forward-control cab. It has a Gardner 6LX 150-b.h.p. oil 
engine driving both overhead-worm rear axles through a 16-in.- 
diameter hydraulically operated clutch and a_ five-speed 
constant-mesh gearbox.

ARLY this year Smith’s announced the formation of a sales 

subsidiary in the U.S.A. To mark their entry into this 
new market the centrepiece of their stand is a Commuter 
battery-electric chassis of the type now being sold there. This 
model was, in the first place, developed for Canada. With van 
bodywork it can carry 1 ton and operate at speeds up to 25 
m.p.h. A point to note on the chassis shown is the Therm “ X ” 
electric cab heater fitted. Although primarily intended for 
North America, this Commuter export model will be made 
available in this country. 

A normal home-market Commuter electric chassis is shown 
with bakers’ shop-cum-van bodywork. Wide, sliding cab doors 
are incorporated and the shop portion of the body has Cases 
for confectionery display. In standard form t%e Commuter has

ETAILS have been released today of the new Standard. 


Atlas Major 10-12-cwt. van and pick-up, which are 
described in detail on pages 264-265 and make their debut on 
this stand. The vehicles are basically the earlier Atlas with 
the 1.670-litre four-cylindered petrol engine from the Ensign 
car substituted for the original 948 c.c. power unit. Gearbox 
ratios have been altered to suit the new engine, which provides 
much improved acceleration and increases the maximum speed 
by 10 m.p.h. to 62 m.p.h, Just under 2 cwt. is added to the 
unladen weight of the vehicle by the engine, which produces 
50.5 b.h.p. at 4,000 r.p.m., compared to the 35 b.h.p. of the 
original power unit. 

The Atlas Major van costs £520, whilst the pick-up is priced 
at £510. These prices are, in each case, £45 more than those 
for the 948-c.c.-engined Atlas, which continues in production 
and is shown in van and pick-up form. The van body is 
unchanged and has a capacity of 180 cu. ft. It is available 
with hinged or sliding cab doors. A single hinged door is 
fitted at the rear and a sliding side door is available as an 
option. 

Points to note on the chassis are the separate detachable 
sub-frame for the engine, gearbox and front suspension 
assembly, and the novel roll-resistant front suspension, which 
offsets the narrow track. 

Standard’s other two exhibits are van and pick-up versions 
of the 6-cwt. model. Frontal appearance has been changed 
recently by the adoption of different wing pressings which 
incorporate small peaks over the headlamps. Both models 
have the 948 c.c. engine, which, in this application, is rated 
to develop 33 b.h.p. at 4,500 r.p.m. and, coupled to a four- 
speed gearbox, provides a maximum speed of 55 m.p.h. 


86—THOMPSON 


Thompson Bros. (Bilston), Ltd.,

HE most outstanding goods vehicle at the Show is 
probably the integral 4,000-gal. eight-wheeled tanker 

on this stand. Known as the Autotanker (The Commer- 
cial Motor, September 9), it consists of a _light- 
alloy tank with six compartments braced by welded-on 
box-section runners. Extensions of the lower longi- 
tudinals at the front carry the cab and front bogie, 
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whilst shorter extensions at the rear support a transverse engine 
transmission pack similar to that employed for the Leyland 
Atlantean bus chassis. The engine is the new Leyland 11.1-litee 
200-b.h.p. unit and drives the rearmost axle of the rear bogig, 
which has a two-speed driving head. 

Leaf-air suspension is fitted at the front and braking is by 
an air-pressure system. Power steering is incorporated. The 
forward-control cab departs from conventional practice in that 
it is entered through a single door in the centre of the froni 
bulkhead below windscreen level. This permits the windscreen 
to be swept around the sides of the cab structure withoul 
interruption. ‘Aircraft-type seats are included and a system 
of mirrors and prisms permits the driver to see the ground 
up to within 5 ft. of the rear of the vehicle. 

External cladding over the tank blends with the cab 
panelling to give a clean exterior appearance. The tanker is 
some 2 ft. lower overall than conventional types and can carry 
a payload approximating to 70 per cent. of its 24-ton grog 
weight.

IX complete vehicles, two engines and a special gearbox are 

seen here. One of the chassis and both the engines are 
completely new, whilst the largest vehicle — an Antar 
Sandmaster—has several interesting technical features. 

The new vehicle is a short-wheelbase four-wheel-drive heavy- 
duty tipper chassis with forward control. It is rated for a 
maximum gross laden weight of 20 tons, weighs approximately 
74 tons and can carry payloads from 10-13 tons. One of the 
new power units is fitted in this chassis coupled with a novel 
five-speed constant-mesh gearbox which incorporates the drive 
to the front axle. This saves weight, bulk and cost. 

The example on the stand has 12.00-24-in. (16-ply) tyres and 
twin rear wheels, and its unladen weight is 7 tons 17 cwt 
Lighter versions are available with undriven front axles, which 
save about 8 cwt. Both axles are double-reduction units, and 
the brakes are actuated by air pressure, with both pedal and 
hand controls. The Q6 9.83-litre engine develops a maximum 
of 170 b.h.p. at 2,200 r.p.m. It is derived from the QR6 as 
fitted in the Trusty and certain Mastiff chassis, essential 
differences being increased output, 200 r.p.m. greater engine

104-in.-wheelbase six-wheeler with a Taskers 
fifth wheel. Both these vehicles have gross weight ratings of 
2 tons and are powered by QR6 130-b.h.p. oil engines. 

There are two Trusty exhibits. One is an eight-wheeler which 
has the new Q6 engine in place of the standard QR6 unit. The 
third Trusty is a normal-control left-hand-drive six-wheeler 
beilt to an export specification, and has a QR6 engine. 





Trojan, Ltd.,

HE 25-cwt. forward-contro] 9-ft. 4-in.-wheelbase chassis 
introduced two years ago is now the only type offered by 
Trojan. It is powered by the Perkins P3/144 three-cylindered 
Oil engine, which, with a capacity of 2.36 litres, develops 41 
hh.p. at 2,400 r.p.m. and 101 Ib.-ft. torque at 1,400 r.p.m. A 
four-speed synchromesh gearbox is fitted and the rear axle is 
@ three-quarter-floating hypoid unit with a ratio of 4.55 to 1. 
Points of note on the chassis include independent front suspen- 
fion by trailing arms and quarter-elliptic leaf springs, and the 
traditional Trojan cruciform-braced frame. 

Seven complete vehicles are shown. in addition to a chassis

Three vans have metal bodies and one is fitted with roller 
shutters at the rear, whilst another has sliding cab doors.

ORESTRY tractors have long been this concern’s prime 
interest and two such units are shown.

VW Motors, Lid.,

HE ubiquitous Volkswagen rear-engined chassis with 
independent suspension all round appears in four forms. 
Two vans with alternative door arrangements, a pick-up truck 
and the recently introduced refrigerated van make up the 
display. The chassis has undergone some minor modifications 
in the past two years. Output from the four-cylinder hori- 
zontally opposed air-cooled engine has been stepped up slightly 
to 40 b.h.p., whilst the engine structure has been strengthened 
to withstand the increased pressures. The Solex carburetter 
now incorporates an automatic choke, and intake de-icing equip- 
ment is fitted. Gearbox ratios have been altered and its 
scantlings improved. 

Volkswagen are, perhaps, the only chassis manufacturers 
to offer a standard refrigerated vehicle in this country. In this 
form the van can carry 12 cwt., as opposed to the 15-cwt. pay- 
load of the other models. The refrigeration equipment, which, 
while the vehicle is moving, is driven by a power take-off from 
the main engine, is mounted above the raised rear engine 
compartment, Overnight and during lengthy halts it can be 
powered from @ mains electric supply. The body insulation 
material is held in a light wooden structure and the aluminium 
coolant pipes run through it. It is claimed that temperatures 
down to —20°C. can be held at an ambient temperature of 
50°C.

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DAIMLER FLEETLINE 


SCAMMELL HANDYMAN 
FORWARD-CONTROL 
ARTICULATED OUTFIT 


CAMMELL’S newest tractive unit is a forward-control design known as the Handyman 

and is shown on the right coupled to a matching semi-trailer with independent rubber 
suspension. Because the tractive unit is short semi-trailers up to 27 ft. long can be used 
with it, so that this new design has a particular appeal to general hauliers, who naturally 
wish to obtain the maximum payload space. 

The Handyman is available with a choice of four power units. Two of these are Leyland 
engines having outputs of 125 b.h.p. and 150 b.h.p., whilst the other two are Gardner units 
developing 112 b.h.p. and 150 b.h.p. As with the Highwayman normal-control tractive 
unit, the Handyman has a Scammell six-speed overdrive-top gearbox, epicyclic double- 
reduction rear axle and a standard front axle. But the gearbox in the Handyman, unlike 
the Highwayman, is unit-mounted with the engine to reduce vehicle length. 

The two-piece plastics cab has a distinctive appearance and offers good driving 
conditions. The chassis can be fitted with a Scammell heavy-duty fully automatic 
coupling, or Scammell Spherub or S.M.M.T./S.A.E. fifth-wheel gears. 

An all-welded chassis frame is employed in the new semi-trailer and the wheels are 
carried independently on triangulated trailing arms. The example depicted has rubber- 
stack springs, and the wheels on each side are connected by beams which help to provide 
non-reactive braking characteristics. When air suspension is employed the layout is 
basically similar, the air springs replacing the rubber stacks. The air bellows work in 
conjunction with single telescopic dampers on each side of the bogie. 

Rubber and oilless fabric bushes are employed extensively in the construction of the 
bogie,.so that, other than periodic attention to the wheel hubs, no lubrication is required. 
The use of independent suspension for both versions of this bogie is a significant move 
towards the greater stability of an articulated vehicle. The layout reduces roll because 
the spring centres are on the lines of the wheel tracks, instead of being inboard of the 
wheels as with a conventional. bogie suspension. Furthermore, the wheels deflect 
constantly parallel to the chassis frame, and this helps the semi-trailer to “ sit” on the 
road, as the frame cannot tilt independently of the wheel axes. 

A further important advantage of the bogie layout relates to tanker applications. The 
absence of normal axle beams extending across the vehicle below frame level leaves a 
clear run from front to rear for pipes, thus simplifying the installation of pumping 
equipment. (Stand 77.) 
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-ENGINED DOUBLE-DECKER BUS CHASSIS 


THE most unconventional vehicle to have been produced by Transport Vehicles ( Daimler), 

Ltd., for many years receives its first public showing today. It is the R.E.30 rear- 
engined chassis which is suitable for low-height front-entrance double-deck bodies with 
a seating capacity of up to 78. It has been named the Fieetline. 

There are two examples of this model at the Show. One can be seen as a bare chassis, 
whilst the other has a Metropolitan-Cammell-Weymann 77-seat body in the livery of 
Birmingham City Transport, who are to run it experimentally. Both these exhibits 
are powered by Daimler CD.6 Mk. VIII 125-b.h.p. oil engines, a turbocharged version 
of which, developing 150 b.h.p., is also available. The standard power unit is a Gardner 
6LX 150-b.h.p. oil engine and in all cases the engine is mounted transversely across the 

rear of the frame in unit with a Daimatic semi-automatic 
or fully automatic gearbox. 

This gearbox has been specially developed for the R.E.30 
application, in that its output is at the same end as the 
input. The box has incorporated with it a right-angle 
drive, so that the propeller shaft to the rear axle lies to 
the inside of the right-hand side member. The drive to 
the gearbox is by way of a fluid coupling and rubber- 
bushed trailing-link coupling. 








The rear axle is a special double-reduction unit with a 
dropped centre, and its design permits a body with a flat 
lower-saloon gangway from front to rear to be built. 
Thus, the Birmingham bus on show, although having 
normal high-bridge interior dimensions, is some 6 in. lower 
in overall height than a normal high-bridge double-decker. 
The axle has spiral-bevel primary-reduction gears and 
straight-spur secondary-reduction trains. _ 

Air-actuated drum brakes are installed and, although 
the standard system is of the single-circuit type, a dual- 
circuit layout can be supplied. Similarly, the layout of 
the front end of the chassis is such that left-hand drive 
can be accommodated quite simply to meet export 
requirements. (Stand 67.)

tremely low frame height. The chassis 
layout is unconventional, partly because of 
the forward, offset location of the power 
unit, but this allows room for a wide 
loading platform ahead of the left front 
wheel.

Front-, central- or rear-entrance bodies can be fitted, and 
it is possible to build a double-decker with an overall height of 
no more than 13 ft. 4 in. with perfectly flat gangways in both 
saloons. The self-levelling action of the air suspension 
enables the height to remain constant whether the bus is fully 
loaded or empty. The disposition of the engine and gearbox 
makes it easy to offer a choice of units. 

The air-suspension system has a rolling-lobe diaphragm- 
type spring at each front wheel and four similar springs at the 
dropped-centre rear axle, and, by a unique system of special 
valves, a particularly high standard of comfort has been 
obtained, as described in an exclusive road-test report in 
The Commercial Motor on August 26. 

Girling disc brakes, used on all wheels, give consistent 
retardation characteristics at all times, being practically 
fade-free. No radiator is shown in this drawing of the 
Wulfrunian because a Cave-Brown-Cave combined engine- 
cooling and body-heating system is used, and the radiators are 
installed at the front of the upper saloon (Stand 55). 
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N an imperfect world, in which the 

demand for quantity has in many 

respects exceeded that for quality, a 
leisurely stroll round the bodybuilders’ 
section of the Commercial Motor Show 
has its rewarding features. For here are 
displayed the results of joint consulta- 
tion between operators and _ coach- 
builders, and the vehicles on show not 
only look well but are designed to per- 
form their specialized functions well. 

Improvements in design can be seen 
on every stand: . They are, perhaps, most 
apparent in the use of new materials, 
particularly in the fields of plastics and 
light metals. Less obviously, technical 
advances have been made in the light of 
experience in such details as the hydraulic 
gear of tippers, pump plant on road 
tankers and discharge arrangements for 
grain, flour and powder. 

So far as passenger vehicles are con- 
cerned, there is a _ noticeable trend 
towards increasing seating capacity. At 
least nine double-deckers accommodate 
between 70 and 78 passengers, thus 
going far towards replacing the trolley- 
bus, of which no complete examples are 
shown, The luxury coaches reveal 
changes rather of styling and embellish- 
ment than of design. 

Including the overflow into the demon- 
stration park, the 67 bodybuilders

Need for Shorter Hours of Work 


[N your issue of September 9. you report our agreement 
with the Transport and General Workers Union to intro- 
duce a 42-hour basic week, on which is superimposed a 
predetermined number of overtime hours. It may be of 
interest to your readers to know what broad objectives we 
have been pursuing, and hope to continue pursuing, in regard 
to the remuneration of driving and warehousing staff in our 
particular circumstances. 

We believe that one reasonable desire on the part of 
transport workers at this time, to which managements should 
seek to respond, is for predictability of income.

What can be done, and when, depends to a considerable 
degree on business considerations, notably productivity, but 
both our original “* consolidated wages” scheme and our 
new “42 hour plus consolidated overtime” agreement

Fare Increases Cause Losses 

Courage and vision were needed to 
put such a scheme into operation, urged 
Cllr.

In Stockton-on-Tees, said Mr. W. C.

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Replying to the discussion, Mr. 
McDonald said a manager could not be 
asked to give a social service and to 
make it pay at the same time.

Big Garages 
Not Needed 


LASGOW’S general manager, Mr 

E. R. L. Fitzpayne, disagreed with 
one of the points in the “Servicing and 
Maintenance” paper presented by Mr. 
E. V. Dyson (general manager, Hudders 
field), saying that there were good 
economic reasons for not building large 
covered garages. Throughout Europe 
there was outside parking in climates 
much worse than that of Britain. An 
important point was that the whole of 
the bus should be heated, and not only 
the radiator, before going into service 
He was doubtful about automatic lubri 
cation, for a blockage in one of the pipes 
could lead to components being without 
grease for a long time. 

Mr. J, C. Franklin (general manager, 
Blackpool) favoured lightweight trunking 
for vacuum cleaning; in his organization 
it had proved most effective. Every bus 
at Blackpool was of the same size and 
type. so they could have automatic 
topping-up with ease. The device for this 
purpose had proved most reliable, He 
thought that 5,000 miles was too short an 
interval for changing oil in flat country. 


Oil Changes Unnecessary? 

Stockton had for years used a high 
quality oil with additives, said Mr 
Wilson, and they were on a change 
period of 12,000 miles. Engines had run 
high mileages without trouble. Onc 
engineer of his acquaintance had said that 
there were engines in his fleet that had 
never been drained at all and their con 
dition appeared the same as those treated 
at 12,000 miles. 

Confirmation of Mr. Fitzpayne’s com- 
ments on open-air parking came from 
Mr. T. P. O'Donnell (general manager, 
Ashton-under-Lyne), who said his under 
taking had been troubled by the freezing 
of condensation inside the saloons. 

A warning on fire precautions came 
from Cllr. J. P. Smalley (Newcastle upon 
Tyne), a fire officer, who said that the 
fire risk on diesel oil should not be 
regarded as negligible. In every garage 
fire, trouble was caused by the impregna- 
tion of the floor with oils. Oil fuel. 
petrol and lubricant did not burn, but 
the vapour from them did so. He 
stressed the need for minimizing diesel 
fumes, in which he was supported by 
Cllr. S. P. Hill (Nottingham), who urged 
the desirability of exhausts discharging at 
roof level.

Expert advice and detailed technical 
descriptions of the wide range of commercial vehicles now 
available are given in The Commercial Motor. Other aspects 
which prospective purchasers should consider when making 
their choice include traffic and legal requirements, as they affect 
vehicle selection. Operators should also have in mind a com- 
parative analysis of possible operating costs. 


Legal Limits 


Briefly stated, the main restrictions on the dimensions and 
gross weights (that is, load plus vehicle) of goods vehicles are 
as follows: The total permitted gross laden weight for a four- 
wheeler is 14 tons, with 9 tons as the maximum on any one 
axle. Twenty tons. gross is permitted on a six-wheeler and 24 
tons on an eight-wheeler. A trailer is permitted a total gross 
laden weight of 14 tons, whilst a vehicle and trailer with power- 
assisted brakes can have a total weight of 32 tons, 

Standard rigid goods vehicles, whether four-, six- or eight- 
wheelers, are limited to a maximum length of 30 ft., whilst 
articulated units can extend to 35 ft. The overall width of 
goods vehicles and trailers is restricted to 7 ft. 6 in., but this 
can be increased to 8 ft. if the vehicle or tractor unit weighs 
not less than 4 tons unladen, There is no height limit for 
goods vehicles. 

Public service vehicles are restricted to a maximum length 
of 30 ft., irrespective of whether they have single- or double- 
decker bodies, four- or six-wheel chassis. The total laden 
weight is limited to 14 tons, again with a maximum of 9 tons 
on any one axle. 

Within the legal limitations, there is a substantial variation 
in both size and types of body available to the goods vehicle 
operator. A total of 40 basic types is shown in the appropriate 
sections of the new edition of “‘ The Commercial Motor’ 
Tables of Operating Costs.” These tables show how operating 
costs increase with the size of vehicle. It would, for instance,

Many goods vehicle operators—and particularly C-licensd 
—will no doubt be considering the economics of specialil 
bodies, many of which are exhibited at the Show. In 
cases, having determined a fair balance between size anda 
it is necessary to decide whether the greater operating efficie 
which a specialized body should give in specific circumsta 
can outweigh any lack of flexibility because it cannot 
employed on other work. Alternatively, if a multiple-p 
vehicle were a possible choice, the advantages it provided we 
have to be considered against the reduced carrying capad 
which its probable increase in unladen weight would necessit 

More important still when considering the purchase 
specialized goods vehicles, is that both operator and custon 
should be in agreement as to the benefits which the vehi 
is expected to provide, the manner and extent in which ti 
are to be exploited and the proportioning of any additie 
cost of operation. Many of these specialized vehicles m 
inevitably be more expensive than standard platform mod 
so it is imperative that all these factors should be discus 
and determined beforehand if a bad buy is to be avoided 

Practical experience in transport operation is invaluable 
determining whether a specialized vehicle would prove 
economic addition to an existing, and efficient, fleet as disti 
from a useful, but separate, unit. Otherwise, apparent adv 
derived from costing in isolatid 
may be offset by reduced overall efficiency of the total fleet. 

Priority treatment in the initial allocation of loads 
possibly subsequent loading times for a new, and probi 
more expensive, vehicle could react unfavourably on 
economic operation of the remaining vehicles of the flet

Even when assessed (as here) on the minimum, basic rate, 
wages amount to the largest single item of the 10 operating 
costs. It therefore follows that any modification such as 
improved cab design, tailboard loaders or similar devices which 
improve the efficiency and daily productivity of a driver, must 
result in a substantial improvement in economic operation. 

Similarly, because fuel is the second largest item of cost, 
even a small reduction in the rate of consumption could reap 
substantial benefits. In this instance, a 10 per cent. improve- 
ment would save almost £160 in five years. 

Appropriate to the type of vehicle, the comparative operating 
costs of the 16-ton “artic.” oiler would be based on an 
average weekly mileage of 1,000. With an unladen weight cof 
7 tons 15 cwt., the annual licence duty would be £125 (£2 10s 
a week). Wages will now amount to £10 5s. 2d., the rate 
applicable to a basic week still being retained to facilitate 
comparison.

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Tomorrow’s Traffics Will 
Need New Methods 


Transport Opens the Way for the 
Development of World Trade 


ROWTH in international pros- 
Greiv and trade will demand the 

promotion of new methods of 
movement and co-ordination to match 
fresh developments in marketing. As 
speeds increase, the need to co-ordinate 
services becomes more urgent, but inter- 
dependence and independence are not 
necessarily incompatible. 

This was the theme of a course on the 
inter-relation of inland and international 
transport, organized by the Institute of 
Transport at New College, Oxford, last 
week-end. 

“Transport can lead the way in the 
development of new trades and in widen- 
ing the possibilities for the future. Our 
attention must be directed to what is 
likely to happen in 20 years’ time, rather 
than to present-day necessities,” said 
Maj.-Gen. G. N. Russell, immediate past 
president of the Institute, when introduc- 
ing the course. 


Docks and Airports 

It was vital, he said, that the physical 
points of contact between inland and 
international forms of transport—docks 
and airports—should be kept up to date. 
They were extremely expensive installa- 
tions, and the future pattern of transport 
must be closely studied before construc- 
tion. Though many ports required 
modernizing and developing, airport 
capacity was also inadequate. 

Because this country was so dependent 
upon exports, there was an overwhelming 
need for all transport to be efficient. In 
overseas movement, planned interworking 
between the various forms of transport 
was essential. Misuse of transport and 
unnecessary delays at transfer points 
must be prevented, Maj.-Gen. Russell 
insisted. The faster the movement, the 
greater the necessity to co-ordinate. 
Otherwise, he said, it could take longer 
to travel 100 yd. than 1,000 miles. 

“The road haulage industry has a self- 
interest in the railways earning their keep 
if only because it will not be left alone 
politically until they do,” said Mr. 
R. L. H. Farmer, managing director, 
Atlas Express Co., Ltd., in his lecture on 
“Inland Transport.” 

But two long-standing alibis of the rail- 
ways—track costs and obligation to carry 
—must go. The railways must declare 
which services were unprofitable and the 
Government must decide which were to 
be retained by subsidy. 

Under present conditions, Mr. Farmer 
claimed, discussion on track costs went 
on without agreement being reached as 
to what constituted an equitable division 
between road and rail. A solution might 
be found in setting up a Permanent Way 
Board responsible to the Government for 
both railway tracks and trunk roads. 
Rail, as well as road, operators would 
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then pay an appropriate tax to the Board, 
relative to the use they made of the 
tracks. 

Such an arrangement could engender 
more rapid decision and positive action 
as to the use of existing, and the con- 
struction of new, tracks—for example, the 
building of roads on stilts over railways. 
The ultimate object of such a Board 
would be to provide conditions under 
which the railways could operate profit- 
ably and so remove the transport indus- 
try from the vicissitudes of political 
controversy. 

The use of containers was expanding, 
but they must carry a worth-while load— 
it was already 12 tons in America—and 
fork-lift trucks, rather than cranes, should 
be used for transhipment. 

There were both need and opportunity 
for more interworking, but ownership 
of physical assets was completely irrele- 
vant to its achievement. Increased 
Continental interworking was based on 
the recognition of operators’  inter- 
dependence, whilst retaining individual 
independence. 

In examining alternative methods of 
providing a through parcels service to 
Western Europe, Mr. Farmer said that 
his company considered that the roll-on- 
roll-off system was unsuited to their par- 
ticular traffic, because the entire load 
had to be taken off for Customs clear- 
ance, as well as being broken down for 
redistribution to its final destination. 


Two-tier Service 


Through services could be initiated by 
first co-ordinating the services of parcels 
carriers to effect collection and delivery 
at both ends, with appropriate inter- 
mediate agencies. Mr. Farmer said that 
his company offered traders a two-tier 
service—by air from Southend, or by sea 
via London and Amsterdam—with a 
reduced rate for the slower delivery. 

The most important benefit to traders, 
however, was the availability of a 
through service. At present, manufac- 
turers commonly consigned goods for 
export F.O.B. and left any further res- 
ponsibility for transit to either forward- 
ing agents or customers. That attitude, 
Mr. Farmer considered, would not suffice 
in the near future, when greater com- 
petition was likely to be encountered by 
exporters in this country. 

The pattern of commerce was changing 
and British manufacturers would have 
increasingly to sell directly to customers 
abroad, rather than through agents, and 
offer delivered rates, as their Continental 
competitors were already doing. Whilst 
admitting the existing goodwill of for- 
warding agents, he considered that the 
importance of their réle would tend to 
diminish.
